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INTRODUCTION. 


HE following work, the refult of 

a twenty years experience in prac- 
tice, owes not its prefent publication to 
lucrative views, or to a vanity of becom- 
ing an author—tThe only motive which 
induced the editor, was his fincere defire 
of making himfelf ufeful to the young 
practitioner. 


The learned phyficians of the laft and 
prefent age, have been confulted on this 
occafion. 


Health is fo great a blefling, that every 


attempt which directs towards its prefer- 
vation, muft at leaft deferve fome {mall 


fhare of public approbation. 
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The air we breathe has a great effect 
upon our bodies; we may exift much 
longer without food than without air: it 
is therefore of the utmoft confequence, 
in all our inveftigations of difeafes, to 
enquire very minutely into the ftate of 
the air, fince we may probably have 
more occafion to recommend a change 
of it, than of our diet, which we fome- 
times confider as the immediate caufe of 
our indifpofitions, when, in real fact, it 
arifes from a fault in. the air. 


The feafons in our climate vary fo 
much and fo fuddenly, that it requires 
our greateft attention, how to guard 
againft them, in our care of outward 
cloathing, and in our proper regard to 
the non-naturals. North and north-eaft 
winds are efteemed bracing and healthy; 
yet, to the valetudinarian, fouth and 
fouth-weft winds are much more comfort- 
able: dry feafons are more healthy than 
the wet: we eat more and digeft better 
in winter than infummer. ‘The feafons 

have 
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have a great effect upon our tempers 
and difpofitions; and I have known 
perfons of a gay, chearful, and eafy turn, 
who, in confequence of long-continued 
eafterly winds, have become irritable, 
touchy, and morofe, 


We fhould be particularly careful in 
the choice of our food : perhaps many 
complaints, fo frequent in this city, 
arife from our inattention to this ar- 
ticle. The luxury of the age and the 
fafhionable mode of high and expen- 
five eating, are not only a difgrace to 
our reafon, but are deftructive alfo’ of 
our fortunes and conititutions, 


A variety of difhes introduces a va- 
riety of difeafes. The wifeft men are thofe 
who live the moft fimply.—Rich fauces, 
fpicy ragouts, and entremets heightened 
with the fragrant aromatics of both the 
Indies, however favoury and pleafing 
to the tafte, are the moft affured de- 


ftroyers: 
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ftroyers of the very beft conftitutions.— 
The beauties of a defert may be admired 
by the eye; but be careful how you in- 
dulge your palate with too many con- 
fections and {weet-meats : — nothing is 
fo hard of digeftion, | 


_ Fulland hearty fuppers, though we 
may have had little or no dinner, are 
of dangerous tendency: they cannot 
well be too light and {fparing. 


All food taken in moderation is good. 
Bread well-baked, of pure flour, and 
one day old, is the beft. The fleth of 
animals in the vigour of age is moft 
proper ; mutton, more efpecially, about 
fix years old. 


Ga en has obferved, * That pork is 
the moft nourifhing food for ftrong 
and robuft men who are much ufed to 
great and violent exercifes.” The Ath- 
lete who were trained up for the Olym- 


pic 
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pic games, fed upon it; and whenever 
they altered their method of living, be- 
came lefs vigorous, and lefs fit to enter 
the lifts. — Notwithftanding this, it is 
remarkable that pork fed in London 
is far from being wholefome diet. 


Fifh taken out of ftagnant or ftand- 
ing waters, and fuch as are of a fat or 
flimy mature, are not eafily digefted: 
fea-fifh, on the contrary, are light and 
nutritious.—They are beft and readily 
digeft when boiled; fried and roafted, 
they are not quite fo commendable :— 
and if cooked as foon as may be, after 
they have been caught, they are {till 
the more to be preferred, than when 
kept fome days after. 


Water, which conftitutes fo great a 
part of our food, and which is, of all 
others, the moft natural, as well as the 
moft wholefome beverage, fhould be 
limpid, light, and of a good flavour. Our 
common water here in London fhould 

. be 
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be ftrained through a filtering ftone, or 
remain for fome confiderable time in 
earthen jars or vefles; fo that it may be 
purged of its impurities, which will fub- 
fide to the bottom. 


Our fleep as well as our exercifes 
fhould be moderate.—Eafe and luxury 
are the banes of health. Many evils 
have arifen from an inactive life, and 
an indulged appetite. 


Hippocrates informs us, * That the 
paffions of the mind have a very great 
influence on our bodies, and are of in- 
finite confequence in the regulation of 
ourhealth,.” Every excefs is an enemy to 
Nature: too great a plenitude as well as 
too violent evacuation is dangerous.— 
Habits fhould not be too fuddenly 
changed : the great fecret of preferv- 
ing health lies in a juft knowledge of 
proportioning our way of living to our 
exercife; for as our aliment nourifhes, 
fo does exercife debilitate us: we muft 


keep , 
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keep up the due equilibrium. More 
dangerous and acute difeafes happen 
in confequence of repletions, than from 
a contrary ftate, 


The fymptoms of repletion are, a 
heavy, and interrupted refpiration ; a 
fenfe of weight and fullnefs in the day, 
and refilef{nefs at nights; uneafy fright- 
ful dreams; pain, laflitude, flatulence, 
attended in fome habits with a diarrhoea 
and troublefome dyfenteries. —-Tempe- 
rance and gentle exercife will, in gene- 
ral, be the beft cure. 


When we are too immoderate in our 


exercife, we fhall find a difinclination 
to our food. This loathing will be far- 
ther attended with a pain and heat in 
the bowels, coftivenefs, rigors or fhi- 
verings, and fometimes with a fyncope 
or fainting.—In this cafe we may have 
recourfe to a chearful glafs of wine; but 
with moderation : warm bathing, quiet 
and comfortable fleep, and a moift nou- 

rifhing 
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rifhing diet, will have very happy and 
defirable effects. 


There yet remains a greater evil un- 
attended to, and which is the more 
alarming as it affects the fair fex ; and 
which, I am perfuaded, is very diftrefling 
to them ;—I mean, the little regard they 
have in keeping their legs and feet warm. 
—This falutary meafure is too unhap- 
pily neglected by them, when, at the 
fame time, their heads are loaded with 
artificial and unnatural curls and hair, 
to the difgrace of nature and of their 
own charms,—as well as to the ruin of 
their own health and conftitutions. 


We may eafily account for the puny 
race, {o frequently feen in the families 
of our nobility and rich citizens, when 
we obferve the moft abominable and 
pernicious cuftom of fea-drinking; nay, 
fometimes of what is ftill more dread- 
ful, the too great indulgence in wine 
and fpirits, card-playing, and late hours, 

than 
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than which nothing can be more pre- 
judicial.—Hence arife the long and dif- 
mal accidents which accompany chro- 
nical difeafes, It is a pity that coffee is 
not fubftituted, fince it is much whole- 
fomer than tea, more efpecially when it 
is boiled over-night, with an equal pro- 
portion of milk. This not only ren- 
ders it a palatable, but a very defireable 
breakfaft.—Coffee ftrengthens the fto- 
mach ; tea, on the contrary, relaxes it. 
—In a political view, it deferves our 
confideration, fince our colonies pro- 
duce it in as great a perfection as we 
can meet with it in any part of the 
known world, 


They who indulge themfelves too 
much in hearty meals of high-feafon- 
ed meats, fhould drink a draught of 
cold water after it, a little acidulated.— 
Old men fhould eat little, and drink 
more than young men; — too free a 
ufe of the bottle is deftructive to young 
folks, —- Baccnus and Venus are dei- 

ties 
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ties they fhould by no means de- 
vote themfelves to: — they enervate 
both the body and the mind.—Sobriety, 
temperance, and Virtue, infure vigour 
to the conftitution, and keep the un- 
derftanding free and undifturbed, 
This is what Cexsvus calls the 


Mens fana in corpore fano. 
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Of FEVERS in General. 


FEVER is aneffort of nature 
A to remove fome obftruction in 
the principal veffels, or to cor- 

rect and expel fome morbid humours. 
The figns are, firft, a fhivering, which, 
if great, is fucceeded by a proportioned 
heat, and a quick pulfe, at times fluggifh, 
fometimes full and ftrong, at others {mall 
and languid; univerfal heat, varying ac- 
| cording 
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cording to the degrees of inflammation ; 
great uneafinefs and anxiety; pain in- 
the back and head; ficknefs; a drynefs 
of the tongue, mouth, and fauces; and — 
a perpetual thirit. 


The Cure in general, 


Dr. Mead lays it down as a rule, that 
all fevers require bleeding in the begin- 
ing; but inftances daily occur where 
great mifchief does arife from this pfac- 
tice. Bleeding may be neceffary at the 
beginning,in young perfons particularly, 
and the more foif the pulfe be full and» 
ftrong; though this requires caution, 
‘more efpecially here in London, where 
few genuine inflammatory difeafes ap- 
pear: the pulfe will beft direct us how 
much blood may be taken away, and 
when and how frequently it may be 
repeated. 

Small diluting liquors are to be ufed 
freely; and where there appears a putrid 
tendency, they may very properly be 
acidulated—Barley-water, baumand fa ge 
tea, whey, &c.—the food, panada, bar- 
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ley-gruel, light puddings; meat of all 
kinds fhould be abfolutely forbidden; 
even light broth made of the lean part 
of frefh meat is to be feldom admitted. 

Anemetic will be very proper, efpecially 
where a naufea, or the fufpicion of a foul 
ftomach indicates it ; bleeding being, how- 
ever, firft premifed, efpecially in full, ple- 
thoric habits.

This frequently vomits, procures a 
ftool, produces a diaphorefis, and termi- 
nates the difeafe-——This is feldom proper 
after the third day of the fever; yet to- 
wards the latter @énd, often carries off 
the difeafe, by promoting the excretions, 
provided the patient has fufficient ftrength. 

In cafe the naufea and ficknefs ftill con- 
tinue troublefome,

If a delirium fhould come on with 
watching, the pulfe will then be the beft 
guide; for if it proceed from inflammati- 
on, give a clyfter, and cooling and ni- 
trous medicines, and bleed; but if it be 
attended with fpafms, with a /ub/ultus ten- 
dinum, and with a low, deprefled pulfe, 
blifter the neck and arms, and apply the 
following plafters to the feet, after bath- 
ing the legs and feet very well in warm 
water for fifteen or twenty minutes.

Many of thefe fevers run to a confi- 
derable length, without any remarkable 
or uncommon fymptoms. Our bufinefs, 
in this cafe, is to watch and aflift nature 
in her motions and intentions; to tem- 
per the impetus of the blood; and to 
keep it, as much as poflible, within its 
due bounds, | 
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Of the Nervous FEVER. 


HE nervous fever differs totd facie 

from the inflammatory, and may 
be diftinguifhed by a pale and defpon- 
dent look, great laflitude and wearinefs 
all over the body, a fighing, amazing 
anxiety and dejection of {pirits, loathing 
of food, a white tongue with a brownifh 
or yellow lift running along the middle 
of it, fometimes it is extremely red; dry 
lips, naufea, difficult breathing; a low, 
quick, and unequal pulfe; pale, limpid 
urine; witha dull fenfe of pain and cold- 
nefs in the back part of the head, and 
drowfinefs. 

A more generous diet than is allowed 
in inflammatory fevers, with a freer ufe 
of wine whey, takes place here. 

In the beginning, a gentle vomit, or a 
lenient clyfter, may be highly ufeful. 

Remedies of the mild, diaphoretic, and 
cordial kind, feem to promife the beft 
fuccefs.

It is of much confequence in this fever 
to keep the patient in bed, and to drink 
freely, yet not fo as to fweat too pre- 
fufely ; which in thefe fevers is not only 
very improper, but extremely hurtful, 
and might often prove of fatal confe- 
quence. 

Many unhappy effects arife from taking 
cold here; alfo in child-bed cafes, where 
they die fuddenly on getting out of bed 

too early—Bliftering too foon in thefe 
fevers is hurtful. } 

Warm antifeptic drinks to fupport na- 
ture is of the utmoft confequence through- 
out, efpecially in fummer ; and in great 
weaknefs nothing exceeds light mutton 
broth or beef tea, as it is called. If pains 
come on like the colic, bleeding and 
evacuations are injurious ; for in gene- 
ral, fuch pains are {fpafmodic, and yield 
to cordials and {mall dofes of anodynes.

Blifters are highly ufeful in the decline 
of this fever, and fhould be kept open 
fome time. Affes milk and country air 
thould not be neglected ; with light, nu- 
tritious, reftorative diet ; chocolate, jel- 
lies, fago, falop; which laft fhould be 
always boiled fome minutes before it be 
taken, as it 1s of a crude heavy nature 
without boiling: broth of lean mutton 
and beef, whitings, flounders, foals, &c. 
all come in properly.

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Of an INTERMITTING FEVER. 


N intermitting fever 1s known by a 
head-ach, laflitude, fmall, quick, and 
weak pulfe, pain in the back, rigor, fhi- 
vering, yawning, and ftretching ; by a nau- 
fea with an inclination to vomit, a quick- 
nefs of breathing, the urine crude, thin, 
and diaphanous, without any fediment ; 
thefe fymptoms abating a little, are fuc- 
ceeded by profufe {fweats, which termi- 
nate the fever for that time.—On the next 
day the patient is feeble and cold, his 
urine turbid, and lets fall a copious fedi- 
ment of the lateritious or brick-duft kind. 
Tt is called a Quartan, when the pa- 
tient is two days free from the fever; 
and this is more difficult to cure than a 
tertian or quotidian, which is often 
cured by Z% of good bark. Quartans fre- 
quently extend from Autumn to Spring, 
Sydenham obferves, that a tertian will 
naturally and critically be determined in 
336 hours, which makes 14 days; the time 
in which common fevers are critically 
determined, when regularly conducted, 
| Pro- 
’ 
es 
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Profufe fweats muft never be promoted 
in the courfe of intermitting fevers; for 
by fuch methods you weaken your patient 
to fuch a degree, as to render the diftem- 
per dangerous, and the cure difficult. 

In full habits, in the fpring, bleeding 
is often neceflary ; a vomit of vin. ipeca- 
cuanh, fhould fcarce ever be omitted; af- 
ter which, inject an emollient clyfter to 
empty the bowels, or four fpoonfuls of the 
following,

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If an intermiflion appears regular, with 
an even, fteady, foft pulfe, and a well- 
charged urine, we may boldly venture 
to throw in the bark; but it is of great 
confequence to be wary in the exhibition 
of it, which, if not well-timed, might be 
productive of very dangerous obftruc- 
tions.

Much depends on the goodnefs of the 
bark, with which fuch mighty things are 
done in medicine: in general, the tafte 
and colour are the chief figns of its: 
goodnefs; its infide fhould be of a yellow- 
ifh, reddifh, or rufty iron colour; fhould 
break clofe and {mooth, and prove friable 
between the teeth ; fhould be in tafte very 
bitter, aftringent, and in fome degree 
aromatic. 

Pyrmont water and riding. on horfe- 
back will aflift much in fecuring the habit 
_ from further attacks; and where the 
vifcera are perfectly found, cold bathing

may be of great and infinite ufe in pre- 
venting the return of thefe fevers. 

When the bark is boiled in decoétion, 
and kept in the fhops, a little {pirit fhould 
be added, and the battle be fhaken when 
ufed : it fhould not be kept above four or 
five days in fummer, nor above a week in 
the winter feafon.

UFRID malignant fevers are pre- 

ceded by head-achs. The patient 
from the very firft attack feels an ex- 
ceflive inward burning and heat; is heavy, 
dejected, and low-fpirited; is watchful; 
and in cafe of any fleep, is not at all re- 
frefhed by it: the pulfe is languid, flow, 
{mall, and unequal, with great oppreflion 
of the przcordia, vomiting, fzmnitus aurium, 
fubfultus tendinum, deliria, coma, black dry 
tongue, and thin crude urine. On the 
fourth, fifth, and feventh day petechia often 
appear without relief, which are rather 
fymptomatical than critical. 

Some epidemic fevers are originally 
putrid; others, from common caufes arif- 
ing, degenerate, by continuing beyond a 
certain time, intoa putrid ftate, efpecially 
where bilious humours prevail. 

All food muft be avoided here that has 
nat a tendency to acidity; plentiful di- 

lution 
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lution with {mall red wine, old hock, and 
orange-juice, whey, barley-water, &c. with 
a very free ufe of acids will be proper. 

Bleeding in general is hurtful in thefe 
fevers, unlefs indicated by the conftitu- 
tion. 

Some eminent practitioners think there 
is one period at the beginning for tak- 
ing away blood; but the pulfe will al- 
ways be the beft guide. A vomit of ipeca- 
cuanha, or tartar emetic, muft be given. 
No time is to be loft in thefe fevers ; for what- 
ever is to be done, fbould be done immediately 
and in the beginning. After the vomit,

Should a diar- 
rhoea come on andthe pulfe fink, it is 
alfo bad ; though fometimes it may prove 
critical: and tho’ opiates are not advife- 
able in this fever, yet now you muft have 
recourfe to them. They fhould be of the 
milder kind; fuch as the confect. Damo- 
crat. elect. e fcordio, theriac. Andromach. 
&c. Wine and panadas with orange-juice 
and a free generous regimen mutt be pro- 
pofed and clofely adhered to, according 
to the exigency of circumftances.

In eruptive fevers itis allowed, in ge- 
neral, the patient fhould be kept in bed, 
for fear of checking the eruption. But 
this does not always prove true, but the 
contrary, where fitting out of bed has 
been favourable to it. 
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Of the FLruor ALBUS. 


HE fluor albus is a flux of thin mat- 

ter from the vagina, of a white co- 

lour; fometimes it is greenifh or yellow, 

fharp and corroding, often foul and fe- 

tid; efpecially if of any long ftanding. It 

is owing either to a general relaxed iftate 

of the folids, or a diffolution of the fluids, 
or more particularly local. 

In a natural ftate the uterine ex- 
haling, veflels become blood-veflels at 
the menftrual period; and, when their 
plenitude is regularly difcharged, con- 
tract to their former diftenfion and 
tone: but when, by immoderate men- 
{ftrua, or any other caufe, their tone is 
much weakened, they never fully con: 
tract, but feparate the ferous parts of the 
blood, which, according to its flagnat- 
ing, or the ftate of the body, acquires 


various degrees of acrimony and con- 
liftence.

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~The diet fhould be nourifhing: milk 
with ifinglafs boiled in it, jellies, fago, 


red Port wine in moderation, Pyrmont 


water, and moderate exercifé, fhould be 
recommended. 


Standing long, dancing, or much walk- 


ing muft be forbid. 


After a gentle puke, if the ftomach is 
foul, proceed to fuch methods as may in- 
vigorate and ftrengthen the cachectic dia- 
thefis of the blood.

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Of the DIABETES. 


Diabetes is a copious, frequent, and 

quick difcharge of the liquids we 
drink, by the urinary paflages, with little 
or no change, crude, thin, and aqueous, 
fomewhat infipid, and fometimes {weetith 
to the tafte and fmell. 

The figns are, great and continual 
thirft, hectic heat, quick and weak 
pulfe, a wafting of the body; in 
fome a {welling of the loins, hips, tef- 
ticles, and feet. 

The regimen fhould be ftrengthening ; 
milk, jellies, fago, faleb, tinétur. rof,. 
drank freely with Briftol-water.— The 
methods recommended in the fluor al- 
bus will, in general, fucceed here.

If the {mall 
inteftines are the feat of the diforder, it is 
known by the pain being a little above the 
navel, and the blood is more perfectly in- 
termixed with the foeces; it is attended 
alfo with a {mall degree of fever and thirft. 
Bleeding will be very neceflary in this 
cafe; then a vomit; which repeat occa- 
fionally, as the fymptoms require the one 
or other.

‘Two grains of the ipe- 
cacuanha root frefh powdered, with 51 
of Theriac. Andromach. has been found 
a ufeful medicine. 

When the pain and fever is removed, 
or greatly abated by bleeding, &c. a few 
dofes of the /tibium ceratum, from. five 
grains to half a {cruple, given at proper 
diftances, and with an opiate after each, ° 
have been very fuccefsfully tried.’ | 

But, perhaps, fmall dofes of the pulv. 
ipecacuanh. from gr. 1. ad gr. 1j. would be 
as effectual ; and the more fo, as it gene-.. 
rally tends to promote a diaphorefis, a 
moft defirable circumftance in this dif- 
eafe’; efpecially if it happens in ‘confe- 
quence of an obfiructed perfpiration.

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Of the SmMatLu-Pox. 


HE {mall-pox is commonly divided 
into two forts; the diftint and 
confluent. | 
The fymptoms of the diftinét are, pain 
in the head and ficknefs at the ftomach, 
preceded by a chillinefS and fhivering; a 
fever, which decreafes as the eruptions in- 
creafe: in fome, epileptic fits, which are 
confidered as a favourable diagnoftic; 
more efpecially in children. About the 
third or fourth day from the firft feizure, 
little red fpots appear on the face, neck, 
and breaft, with reftlefinefs. The puftules 
on the ninth day are at their ftate; and 
now the face and eylids fwell, and if 
numerous, the eyes clofe up; the hands 
alfo begin to puff ; the puftules, heretofore 
fmooth, become rough. On the tenth 
day they begin to dry onthe face; the 
eleventh the {welling fubfides; and about 
the fifteenth the puftules begin to fcale 
off, 


The 
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The danger of this difeafe is eftimat-_ 
ed, in general, by the number and nature 
of the puftules, and chiefly on the face ; 
alfo, by the manner of their coming 
out ; the more flow and regular their ap- 
pearance, the more univerfal will be the 
feparation of the variolous matter. The 
fewer in the face, about the throat, or 
on the breaft or neck, the better. . 


Where it is fatal, the patient generally 
dies on the eighth or ninth day, in the 
diftin& kind; and on the eleventh, in 
the confluent. | 


In the confluent kind all the above 
figns are greatly aggravated; the fpots 
are more red, thick, and clofe, and the 
fpaces much more inflamed; livid fpots 
frequently attend. This kind of pock farft 
appears about the fourth or fifth day, 
and come to their ftate about the fif 
teenth. The fever does not give way on 
the eruption, asin the diflin@. A fpit- 
ting is a regular fymptom in the con- 
fluent fmall-pox in adults, from the fixth 

day 
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day till after the crifis, the fudden ftop- 
page of which would be attended with 
dangerous circumitances, unlefsthe hands 
{welled remarkably. A diarrhoea often 
precedes this kind in children, 

The regimen fhould be determined by 
the fymptoms and feafon: the patient 
muft be kept warmer in winter than in 
fummer: a hot regimen is juftly and 
univerfally.exploded. 

The drink fhould be cold water or 
barley water, milk and water, milk-por- 
ridge, barley grucl:—fmall white-wine 
whey, in fome cafes. Attenuating drinks 
cannot be too much inculcated in either 
the diftinét or confluent pock ; but, above 
all, the free admiffion of pure air. 

Bleeding is proper, unlefs the pulfe be 
low and weak, and the habit of body be 
very lax, or fome preceding illnefs contra- 
indicates : then adminiftera vomit, which 
fhould fcarce ever be neglected.

In fome cafes of the flux pox, ano- 
dynes are by no means indicated in a di- 
arrhoea, as it may be a critical difcharge 
of part of the variolous matter by the 
bowels. If the fuppuration does not go 
on kindly and petechiz appear, the bark 
fhould be given. 

In cafe deliria and lethargic fymp- 
toms come on towards the crifis, with 
reftlefInefs, and difficulty of breathing, 

blifters 
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blifters muft be immediately applied 
to the legs and arms; but, above all, a _ 
full admiffion of pure air, with as much 
cold water for drink as is required, and 
the bowels conftantly kept open. 

Gentle cardiacs in almoft all cafes 
fhould not be omitted.

in the back; in fuch the fmall-pox never 
comes out. All I have feen under thefe 
circumftances have died. Bleeding in this 
cafe is undoubtedly injurious, tho’ the 
pain may feem to indicate it. 

' Gentle purging fhould be recommend- 
ed towards the decline of this diftemper ; 
fuch as infuf. fen. tinctur. fen. fal. Rupi- 
hienf. vel tartar. folub.: then, extract. 
cathartic. gr. xv vel 91 pro dofi, & repe- 
tend. ad quatuor vel fex vices. 

Some difapprove much of fevere purges 
after the fmall-pox, fuppofing that they 
bring on various difeafes; fuch as fcro- 
phulous tumours, &c. 

It is moit certain we often find, where 
they have been neglected at proper inter- 
vals, that many troublefome diforders 
have enfued ; fuch as {ftrumous ophthal- 
mias, fwellings, &c. which are beft re- 
moved by alteratives and mild evacu- 
ations.—But if fuch fhould arife from too 
fevere purging in tender habits, or fhould 
not fubmit to the former method, we 
muft have recourfe to the cortex, and to 
affies milk: perpetual blifters, and in 

grofs 


€ 
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erofs {crophulous fubjects iffues, at the 
decline of this diforder, will be of infi- 
nite ufe, 

The fwine and chicken-pox are of a 
milder nature, and fometimes follow, at 
others precede the fmall-pox; the puf- 
tules im the former are larger; in the 
chicken-pox lefs. A proper regimen, 
with plenty of dilution, feem to be the 
chief neceflary intentions of cure, with 
a few mild purges. Small dofes of ca- 
lomel are very fuccefsfully ufed after the 
fmall-pox, and injures the tender con- 
ftitution lefs than fevere purging.

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Of the Smati-Pox by INocULATION. 


‘FF Noculation is the happieft method 

of communicating this difeafe: it 
requires preparation and difcretion, not- 
withftanding the great fuccefs that has 
attended it. The patients fhould be 
found and healthy, at leaft free from 
acrimonious humours. 

The beft age is from two years, as the 
proportion ot children dying before that 
period (near two out of three) fhews 
how much they are liable to difeafes of 
other kinds. Indeed very young chil- 
dren are fubject to have a great number 
of puftules, which always indicates 
danger. 

As to the feafons for inoculation, there 
is no reafonable objection to be made to 
any, unlefs fome epidemic ftate of the 
air prevails. 

As to the preparation, the great point 
lies in reducing the patient who is in high 
health, and to ftrengthen the weak ; alfo 
to clear the bowels from all crudities. In 

order 


( 
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order to effect this, it is proper to ab- 
ftain from all animal food, broths, but- 
ter, cheefe, eggs, {pices, and fermented 
liquors; and enter upon a diet of pud- 
dings, gruel, fago, milk, rice, fruit, greens, 
potatoes, and all vegetables; with the 
ufe of tea, coffee, and chocolate. This 
courfe is to be purfued for a week or ten 
days; during which time they are to 
take three preparative pills; or it may 
be made into a powder, and taken in 
currant jelly or fyrup, going to reft; and 
the next morning purged off with a 
dofe of Glauber’s falt diflolved in barley- 
water, or water-gruel. 

The firft dofe fhould be given at the 
entrance on this courfe; the fecond, three 
or four days after; and the third, the 
eighth or ninth day ; and the inoculation 
fhould be performed the day after the 
laft dofe has been taken. Some tender 
cafes may occur, of weakly patients, 
where the above plan, both as to diet and 
medicine, may be difpenfed with; and 
boiled chicken or any light food very 
judicioufly adminiftered: and where a 

few 
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few alteratives, fuch as ethiops, for fome 
days, with a gentle purge or two, may 
be fuflicient. . 

The powder is compofed of prepared 
calomel, and crabs claws, of each eight 
grains, and one eighth part of a grain of 
emetic tartar. Thefe fhould be intimately 
mixed in aglafs mortar. This quantity is 
a full dofe fora healthy man or woman; 
and in proportion to the age and con- 
ftitution muft the dofe be regulated. 

For girls of ten or twelve years I have 
commonly given three grains of calo- 
mel, and three of crabs claws, and one-fix- 
teenth part of a grain of emetic tartar. 

As to the infection, the patient fhould 
be in the fame houfe with one who has 
the difeafe. A little of the matter is 
taken from the place of infertion, if the 
patient is under inoculation, or from a 
crude puftule (to chufe) if in the natural 
way, on the point of a lancet. With this 
Jancet an incifion is made in that part of 
the arm where iffues are made, deep 
enough to pafs through the fcarf-fkin, 
and juft to touch the fkin itfelf; and in 
length, as fhort as poflible. This 
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This incifion is gently touched with 
the flat fide of the infected lancet. 

The operation fhould be performed in 
both arms, Neither bandage, plafter, or 
covering, is to be applied. 

The matter fhould be taken during the 
eruptive fever; and it feems indifferent 
whether it be from a patient who has the 
natural {mall-pox, or by inoculation. 

About the third day after the opera- 
tion the arms appear inflamed. At that 
period it will be proper to give three 
grains of prepared calomel, and as much 
crabs claws, with one-tenth part of a 
grain of emetic tartar, very intimately 
mixed, going to reft, in a powder or a 
pill.— About the fixth or feventh day, 
pains come on in the arms, which indi- 
cate the eruption; then follow pains in 
the head, back, loins, &c. with a foetid 
breath, and bad tafte inthe mouth. And 
now, the eruption being completed, 
little remains to be done, but to give. a 
gentle laxative draught of infufion of fe- 
na and manna with 31 or 34 of tartar 
folubil. provided the feverifh fymptoms 
run high. 

E Should 
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Should the wounds not anfwer the de- 
fcription given, but remain pale and flat 
about the edges, with other unfavour- 
able appearances, then the powder or 
pill firft ordered, muft be given over- 
night and purged off next day. 

At this period it is indifpenfably ne- 
ceflary to keep the patient out of bed, 
and to let him have as much free air as 
poflible, either by walking out, or (if 
the weather forbids that) by having the 
windows up, and that the patient keep 
in gentle exercife. Frequent cafes have 
ocurred of very tender, delicate girls, 
who chofe rather to fit by the fire than 
move about; yet, upon their having a 
window thrown up and a glafs of cold 
water given them, even when the fe- 
ver ran high, pleafing fenfations of relief 
were the immediate confequence. 

The ufe of cold air, at the time of 
eruption, has the chief merit of fuccefs- 
ful inoculation: the preparation may 
have fome. 

I have inoculated with matter during 
the eruptive fever, and with matter 


taken

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taken in the mature ftate; and I am not 
able to determine which is preferable, 
both having anfwered equally well. 

I have never had a boil or fwelling 
of any kind complained of in this new 
method; yet have had frequent expe- 
rience of very troublefome fwellings in 
the old way. of inoculation. 

Dr. Dimfdale has faid fo much on this 


_ fubject, and with fuch honefty and judg- 


ment, that I follow him in his practice ; 
which I have found in many cafes to 
an{wer well. 

Three dofes of phyfic feem neceflary 
at proper periods, when all is over. 

From the completion of the eruption 
to the acceflion of the fever of matura- 
tion, the mercurial antimonial medicine is 
recommended to be taken at proper in- 
tervals, till the puftules are brought to 
their height; and any light purging 
apozem may be ufed to procure a ftool 
or two a day. 

The patient, during this period, 
fhould not be rafhly carried into the 
open air, becaufe nature may ftand in 

| E 2 need, 
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need, and often does, of reft and recruit- 
ing nourifhment ; therefore lying on the 
bed, and being at eafe, muft be the bu- 
finefs of this ftate. A pleafant drink 1s 
ordered by the moft experienced at this 
time, made of weak fpirit of vitriol, 
one part; fweet fpirit of vitriol, two 
parts. Half an ounce of this may be add- 
ed to three pints of barley-water, or as 
much pectoral decoction, and ufed to 
much advantage ascommon drink. 

In general, the preparation in full la- 
bits of body fhould not be difpenfed 
with ; but in others it may ; and inocu- 
lation has been as fuccefsful, where it 
has been performed after one calomel 
pill and a dofe of phyfic, as after the 
long courfe. The laxative ftate of the 
body, during the eruptive period, ap- 
pears neceflary, with pure cool air: and 
all thefe, contrary to former experience, 
are intended to abate any feverifh fymp- 
toms, which, when they run high, are 
looked upon as the greateft enemy, in- 
{tead of Nature’s friendly agent.

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Of the MEASLES. 


HE meafles is an appearance of 

eruptions over the face and body, 

about the neck and breaft more particu- 
larly, not tending to fuppuration. 

The figns are, chillnefs and fhivering, 
painin the headand fever, ficknefs and vo- 
miting, a cough, and heavinefs about the 
eyes, with {welling and inflammation, to- 
gether with a difcharge of a ferous hu- 
mour from the eyes and nofe. The erup- 
tions appear on the fourth and fifth days; 
and in about five days from their ap- 
pearance, they entirely difappear. The 
fymptoms do not go off on the erup- 
tion here, as in the fmall-pox, except 
the vomiting, the cough and fever in- 
creaife, with the weaknefs and defluxion 
on the eyes. 

The fame regimen fhould be obferved 
here as in the fmall-pox, diluting being 
very requifite, as it is attended with in- 
flammation ; and that:of the lungs more 
efpecially. | 

E 3 Bleeding 
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Bleeding is abfolutely neceflary, and ~ 
that, if poflible, before the appearance of 
the eruption: however, if it cannot be 
done before, it muft neverthelefs be by 
no means neglected ; for as the lungs are 
chiefly concerned in this diftemper, great 
regard mutt be had to them. 

Vomits are to be ufed with great cau- 
tion here, as the blood is much agitated 
by coughing; and the meafles, in their 
dangerous fate, may be confidered a as a 
peripneumony.

Towards the clofe of this difeafe, peri- 
pneumonic fymptoms come on; gentle 
purging is neceflary : but if the cough 
continues obftinate, and the fever be at- 
tended with a difficulty of breathing, 
bleeding fhould be again repeated, efpe- 
cially if the fymptoms be urgent. ‘The 
belly fhould be kept foluble, and a blifter 
applied between the fhoulders, and made 
perpetual. Iffues between the fhoulders, 
or a feton, are of infinite fervice ; and the 
antimonial powder often repeated, as in 
the hooping-cough.

It is by fome 
ingenious phyficians reckoned a great er- 
rortopurge immediately afterthemeafles, — 
as this difeafe is occafioned by alight ac- 
tive poifon thrown on the fkin ; and which, 
after the difappearance, ought rather to 
be encouraged by a natural perfpiration 
or light diaphorefis, Cooling lenitive

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medicines are neceflary to carry off the 
remaining inflammatory ftate of the 
humours which always remain; but this 
is not to be attempted by ftrong or re- 
peated purging.

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Of INFLAMMATION. 


N inflammation is produced by the 

impervious blood ftagnating in the 

lefler canals, is preffled at the fame time 

by the blood from behind, and fo accumu- 

Jates there. It 1s attended with pain, a 
quick, full, and hard pulfe. 

The figns are heat and tenfion, red- 
nefs in the part, with pulfation and 
throbbing ; which increafing ends in 
refolution, fuppuration, gangrene or 
{cirrhus. 

The diet fhould be flender and fparing, 
with refrigerating and diluting drinks, 
and reft. 

Bleeding is highly indicated, and fhould 
be repeated occafionally : a ftool muft af-

N eryfipelas, or St. Anthony’s fire, 

is an inflammation caufed by a 

fharp, hot, acrid humour in the blood; it 

begins with a fhivering, lofs of firength, 

and may arife from a too fudden cool- 

ing after great heat. It is called by fome 
a blight. v 

It is attended with heat, rednefs, in- 
clining to yellow; and often with fcurf 
and {mall pimples: and when in the face, 
with tumour and watery blifters, a dif- 
ficulty of breathing and drowfinefs. 
Great attention is required in the cure 
of this diforder. 

{f attended with a fever, which it isin 
general, bleed; butinthe common milder 
fort, gentle lenient purging will do, and 
that repeatedly. Thereisnot, perhaps, an 
acute diftemper, which allows of thefe 
purges more eafily than this, more par- 
ticularly where the {welling has feized the 
head and face.

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Of HoEMORRHAGES. 


CEmorrhages at the nofe may arife 
from a plethora, or be occafioned 
by a thin, fharp, acrimonious humour la- 
cerating the tenderfibrillz of the fangut- 
nary vefflels. They happen fometimes as a 
critical difchargein fevers ; and may be pe- 
riodical : if violent, they bring on faint- - 
nefs, pain, and pulfation in the temples. 
Young people are moft liable to hee- 
morrhages, and they frequently end in 
confumptions. 

The diet fhould be cooling and bal- 
famic; milk and water, barley-water, 
rice-gruel, and tinctur rofar. Claret may 
be fparingly allowed. _ 

Bleed in the arm, efpecially: if the pa- 
tient be plethoric. The ftrength and 
pulfe of the patient will determine how 
much you may draw off; and the body 
fhould be kept foluble: then,

An hoemoptoe is attend with a cough 
and fhort refpiration ; the blood thrown 
up appears pure, liquid, frothy, and florid.

Some- 
times matter is intermixed with it, or 
follows after it. If it be occafioned by a 
bruife or fall, it will be attended with 
pain. | 

A flender, nourifhing, and cooling re- 
gimen is here neceflary; fuch as milk, 
butter-milk, medicated whey, jellies, fago, 
with milk, &c. Ay 

Bleeding may be repeatedly allowed, 
provided the pulfe, age, and firength of 
the patient will admit of it.

It alfo happens in 
confequence of abortions, and fometimes 
attends women who are obliged to work 
hard.

HIS diforder is attended with a 
a fs plethora, a liftlefsnefs to motion, 
a heavinefs, palenefs of complexion, pain 
in the back and loins, with a depravity 
of all the functions ; hoemorrhages, pains 
in the head, with a great fenfe of weight 
acrofs the eyes; loathing of food, quick 
and flow pulfe, fluor albus, hectic heats, 
coughs, hytfteric fits, florid colourat times, 
tenfionupon the uterus, and turgid veins ; 
thefe are the chief fymptoms. 

If a vifcidity of the blood be the caufe, 
attenuants ; if a plethora, bleeding in the 
feet will be proper. It either arifes from 
a defect of fluids, or obftruétions and ple- - 
nitude of the uterine veflels. In the for- 
mer cafe, active deobftruents will not 
prevail till the digeftions are mended, and 
the blood is determined to them in a 
fufficient quantity.

Of the CHOLERA Manaum 


HE cholera morbus is a vomiting 
and loofenefs from the bile regur- 
gitating into the ftomach and bowels, 
attended 
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attended with acute fharp pains, gripings, 
and inflation in the upper inteftine ; great 
thirft, heat, and anxiety; a quick and un- 
equal pulfe; cold fweats; and in the laft 
ftage, a fyncope, and coldnefs in the ex- 
tremities. This difeafe is more frequent 
in fummer and in theautumn; and more 
particularly attacks young children, old 
people feldom ; but when it does, is very 
formidable. It is a very bad fign, when 
what is difcharged by vomit has an excre- 
mentitious {mell. 

Chicken-broth fhould be freely drank 
to the quantity of fix or eight quarts, and 
as faft as poflible; and if the vomiting ftill 
continues, give an infufion of oat-bread, 
toafted brown, in water, which ftays the 
vomiting; and then prefcribe the fol- 
lowing :

HE heart-burn is an uneafy fenfa- 
gp tion in the ftomach, with anxiety, 
a heat more or lefs violent, and fome- 
times attended with an inclination: to 
vomit. 

This pain may arife from various and 
different caufes; fuch as flatus; from 
fharp humours, as the bile ; from worms 
gnawing and vellicating the coats of 
the ftomach; from acrid and pungent 
food, fuch as fpices, aromatics, &c. as 
alfo from rheumatic and gouty hu- 
mours ; from too free a ufe of tea, wa- 
tery fluids relaxing the ftomach, &c. 
from the natural mucus being abraded, 
particularly in the upper orifice of the 
ftomach: this happens with thofe whofe 
blood abounds with f{corbutic falts. 

The diet fhould be of a light animal 
kind; the drink brandy and water, toaft 
and water, Briftol or Tilbury-water; no 
vegetables ; and very little bread, and 
that well toatted.

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Of the RHEUMATISM. 


Rheumatifm is acute or chronical. 

The former can only be relieved 
by conquering the inflammation; the 
Jatter generally proceeds from a defect 
of the glandular and mucilaginous hu- 
mours in the joints, inftead of which a 
fharp irritating acrimony prevails. A lo- 
cal rheumatifm is to be diftinguifhed 
from a more general caufe. 

The acute rheumatifm is known by 
wandering pains, which encreafe towards 
the evening, and when the patient grows 
warm in bed, and is preceded by a rigor, 
fhivering, and thirft. A fever attends, 
with anxiety and coftivenefs. Large 
quantities of turbid urine are falutary. 

There is fcarce a difeafe more heredi- 
tary than this. 

That it proceeds from a ferous hu- 
mour, 1s evident from many fymptoms 
which attend this complaint. 

Bleeding is neceflary, and repeatedly, 
efpecially when acon ged with inflam- 
mation.

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Of the PHRENITIS. 


Phrenitis is an inflammation of the 

brain or its membranes, with a 

conftant delirium, and an acute conti- 
nual fever. 

The figns are, difficult refpiration, 
continual watchings, difturbed fleep, 
red eyes and face, an irregular pulfe, 
black and dry tongue, the urine thin 
and diaphanous, fudden ftartings out of 
bed, pulling and fingering the bed- 
cloaths, &c, 

Bleeding largely is here abfolutely 
neceflary, together with ftimulating clyf- 
ters, and finapifms for the feet, with 
blifters on the legs and arms; warm pe- 
diluvia, and embrocations for the head, 
it being previoufly fhaved very clofe, 
fhould likewife be made ufe of.

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Purges are ufeful in this diforder, be- 
caufe they carry off the morbific hu- 
mours lodged about the precordia ; lef- 
fen the too great impetus of the arte- 
rial blood; derive it from the head 
towards the extreme parts ; and, at the 
fame time, diminifh the too great quan- 
tity of the fluids diftending the veffels. 

Promoting the hcemorrhoidal flux, in 
this cafe, as well as in all difeafes of the 
head, is falutary, for this reafon : The hee- 
morrhoidal veflels and carotid arteries 
convey the blood in different directions ; 
andtherefore we may expect a very great 
avulfion.

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Of the ELEPHANTIASIS. 


HIS is a difeafe of the Torrid 
Zone, and known to the Arabians 
and Africans, in particular, 


The patient is feized, without any pre- 
ceding caufe, with a cold rigor, which 
continues two or three hours; acute 
pains in the head, back and loins; nau- 
fea and vomiting, with pain in one of 
the inguinal glands; never in both :—a fe- 
ver, and that afevere one, fucceeds the ri- 
gor, which generally continues twenty, 
thirty, fometimes forty-eight hours; of- 
ten attended with a delirium. The gland 
becomes red and hard; but rarely fup- 
purates. A red ftreak runs down the 
thigh, from the {welled gland to the leg, 
almoft an inch broad, and of a frefh co- 
lour ; a {welling comes on, which as it 
increafes, the fever abates; and thus is 
the matter thrown upon the leg by an 
imperfect crifis, which goes off in a few 
days, and returns at uncertain periods, 

leaving 
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leaving the leg fwelled, varicofe turgid 
veins, the fkin rough and rugged, with 
a thickened membrana cellulofa. Scales and 
chops alfo appear on the furface, which 
do not fall off, but are enlarged by the 
increafing thicknefs of the membranes. 

The patient lives many years with this 
enormous bulky leg. 

The cure, though uncertain and diffi- 
cult, may be beft attempted by the fol- 
lowing methods : 

After vomiting and purging, a free 
perfpiration is to be encouraged and kept 
up by warm drinks, and wrapping the 
affected parts up with flannel.

HIS. diftemper is alfo known

caft, which foon after turn purple, and of 
a copper colour. They appear on the 
forehead and chin. Thefe increafe, 
and grow thick and rough, with hard 
fcales; a numbnefs in the fingers and 
toes; the hair falls off; the breath be- 
comes difficult and foetid; and the voice 
hoarfe. The lobes of the ears become thick, 
the cheeks large, and the face acquires 
a livid hue: reft is difturbed. Thefe 
fymptoms increafe until the parts crack 
with dry fiffures and knots; then fol- 
low ulcers of a virulent kind, affecting 
the hands and feet, with a fever which 
clofes the fatal fcene. 
Perfons labouring under this terrible 
malady are much difpofed to venery.

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Mott of thefe fymptoms are obferved 
in the elephantiafis.

This difeafe fometimes terminates in 
the arthritic, or joint evil, depriving the 
patients of all fenfation ; and by degrees 


corredes the tendons and veflels, fo as to 
occafion: 
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occafion the dropping off of the joints; 


and ulcerating the whole body, becomes  ~ 


highly infectious and fatal. 

The kermes mineral, with camphire, 
may probably be of ufe in thefe cafes, 
with a Decod., farfz. 

The common leprofy in England is a 
local difeafe of the cutis, and its veflels 
and glands, generally owing to what 
the common people call a furfeit or cold. 
Of nine cafes in ten of the Bath lepers, 
as ’tis found by long obfervation, the 
ftagnating humours acquire various de- 
grees of acrimony, and give hardnefs and 
thicknefs to the cutis. Mercurial medi- 
cines and warm bathing will contribute 
chiefly to cleanfe the cutis: and, after- 
wards, fea-bathing, to ftrengthen them, 
and reftore natural perfpiration.

HIS alfo is a diftemper of African 

growth; brought thence by the 
negroes, who are generally attacked 
with it once in their lives, and feems to 
have a great affinity with the leprofy of 
the Jews. It appears without pain or 
ficknefs, in {mall pimples level with the 
fkin, increafing and becoming puftules ; 
foon after which the cuticle becomes 
white, cracks, and rubs off, and a clear 
ferum exudes, and then dries. Thefe 
puftules contain no pus; but a white 
flough appears, and under it a red fun- 
gous flefh, which protrudes and grows 
to the fize of a mulberry. They are 
obfervable every where on the body, 
but more remarkably on the genitals, 
anus, arms, and face: when large, thy 
are fewer in number, and vice verfi, 
The hairs turn white, and the fkin ac- 
quires a loathfome whitifh afpect. This 
malady is alfo infectious, and yet the pa- 


tient 
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tient lofes neither his firength nor ap- 
petite. 

The patient fhould be debarred all 
fociety.

PENHIS fever chiefly attacks the Eu- 
ropeans, and more efpecially thofe 
who have too much indulged themfelves 
in the free ufe of wine and fpirits, and 
violent exercifes, and ex pofe themfelves to 
the heat of the fun or the evening damps. 
It comes on with faintnefs, ficknefs, 
and giddinefs, and is foon after fucceed+ 
ed by arigor and horror, with a head-ach 
and a high fever, flufhing in the face, an 
inflamed rednefs and burning heat in 
the eyes, thirft and anxiety, oppreflion 
of the precordia, frequent fighing, difli- 
cult refpiration, and bilious vomitings ; 
the pulfe is quick, high, foft, and throb- 
bing; never hard. In fome it is quick 
and flow. 

Bleeding freely is immediately necef- 
fary, and that muft be proportioned to 
the ftrength of the patient, and repeated 
accordingly; though it is very rarely 
found to be of any ufe after the third 

day. 
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day.—After bleeding give a gentle vomit 
of oxymel; and the fame evening throw 
up a clyfter, if the bowels are coftive, 
and then prefcribe an opiate. In cafe of 
a diarrhoea, give a little rhubarb with an 
anodyne after it. When the prime vie 
have been well cleanfed, a flight decoc- 
tion of the cort. Peruv. provided the 
ftomach will admit of it, promifes 
to be ferviceable, and is preferable to 
any other medicine.

Py NH E patient is feized with a vio- 
lent acute pain at the pit of the 
ftomach, which extends itfelf to the 
bowels, attended with an inclination to 
vomit, and coitivenefs ; and the inteftines 
feem as if drawn up towards the back, 
with convulfive fpafms: the pulfe is low, 
without any appearance of fever or in= 
flammation ; but rather, on the contrary, 
a faintnefs and lownefs of {pirits. When 
the pain has continued long, and _ be- 
gins to abate, the patient feels an unu- 
fual fenfation and tingling along the 
fpina dorfi, which extending to the arms 
and legs, they thus become weak and 
paralytic.

E may eafily diftinguifh a dog to be 
mad by his dull and heavy look, 
endeavouring to hide himfelf, and {fel- 
dom or ever barking; and yet he is angry 
and fnarls at ftrangers, and fawns and 
Jeaps on his owner ; by refufing meat and 
drink, drooping, and hanging down his 
ears and tail, laying often down as if go- 
ing to fleep.—This is the firft ftage of 
madnefs, which is dangerous, though, 
perhaps, not fo infectious, 

Soon after this he begins to breathe 
quick and heavy, fhoots out his tongue, 
flavers a good deal, and froths at the 
mouth; looks half afleep, flies fuddenly 
at the by-ftanders, and runs forward in-. 
a curve line.—Thefe nto increafe, 
and he knows not his owner ; his eyes 
are thick and dim, and water, cn ce tears, 
runs from them; his tongue is of a lead 
colour; he grows faint and weak, and 
often falls down; then rifes and attempts 
to fly at fomething, grows mad and furi- 


\ , ous, 
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ous.— This is the laft ftage, in which he 
feldom lives above thirty hours.—The 
nearer to this ftate, the more dangerous 
is the bite, and the more direful its effets. 

The fmalleft quantity of this faliva, 
either frefh or dried, or in any way com- 
municated, has produced this difeafe, 
with all its frightful fymptoms. It 
may fometimes lie dormant; but is 
brought into action,. with great fury, 
after fome time. 

The fymptoms attending upon the 
bite of a mad dog are, 

The part bitten begins to be painful ; 
then come on wandering pains gradu- 
ally, with an uneafinefs and heavinefs, 
dilturbed fleep and frightful dreams, 
accompanied with toflings of the body, 
fudden ftarting and fpafms, fighing, a 
love for folitude and anxiety. Thefe 
fymptoms continue through the whole 
courfe of the diftemper, increafing daily, 
with the addition of a difliculty of 
breathing, horror, dread of mind, (which 
is violently agitated on the fight of wa- 
ter or other kinds of liquid, or on fee- 

ing 
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ing a looking-glafs) great tremor, lofs 
of appetite. They can fwallow any 
thing which is foft and folid; but when 
their lips come but in contact with a 
fluid, they fart back in the greateft 
fury and agony; they vomit a bilious 
matter; a fever with great heat comes 
on, attended with a continual watching, 
fometimes with a priapifm; the tongue 
becomes dry and rough, and often lolls 
out of the mouth; the voice becomes 
hoarfe; the thirft is very confiderable, and 
yet they cannot drink; they endeavour 
to fpit at the by-ftanders, even involun- 
tarily, with a defire of biting thofe 
they can come at; and yet have fenfe 
enough to beg they would keep from 
them, for fear of an accident of that 
kind ; they rage, and foam at the mouth; 
they cannot bear to fee a perfon in {fcar- 
Jet; their pulfe finks, and their breath- 
ing fails; cold clammy fweats come on, 
with wudhilfioibe: which finifhes the me- 
Jancholy tragedy. 

The wound fhould be eae en- 
darged, or entirely cut out; then apply a 

| , cupping- 
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cupping-glafs with {carification; after 
which cauterize the wound, wafhing 
it daily with falt-water and vinegar, 
and keep it open with efcharotics. 

Some prefer rubbing the wound dai- 
ly with the unguent. mercur. fort. 

Bleeding is recommended by fome, te

Mercurials have been ftrongly recom- 
mended, as efficacious in this melan- 
choly diforder; and, in my opinion, not 
without the appearance of reafon.

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Of Corrofive SusBLIMATE, Or ARSENIC: 


Fi1S fubftance taken inwardly, pro- 
duces violent gripings in the fto- 
mach and bowels, diftenfion, vomiting, 
great heat, thirft, cold fweats, tremors, 
convulfions, inflammation, gangrene, and 
finally death. A mortification of the pu- 
denda is peculiar to the poifon, of arfenic. 
Give large quantities of milk, honey, 
and fugar mixed, of warm water and oil, 
and add ipecacuanh, to promote as quick 
a difcharge upwards as poflible, and oily 
clyfters. When you have obtained a free 
evacuation both ways, let the. perfon - 
drink very plentifully of aq. hordei cum 
g. Arabic. fperm. cet. pulv. tragacanth. fat 
veal and mutton broths, milk, oil, &c. not 
forgetting to keep the body open for fe- 
veral days in order to carry off the poifon. 
White arfenic has a milky whitenefs, 
is gritty and infipid: it fwims on. the 
furface of cold water, like a pale ful- 
phureous film; but the greateft part finks 
to the fcctert. and remains. there undif-

Thrown on red-hot iron, it does not 
flame, but rifes entirely in thick white 
fumes, which have the ftench of garlick, 
and covers cold iron held juft over them, 
with white flowers. Ten grains boiled in 
Ziv. of clear water, and then pafled thro’ 
a filter, | divided into five equal parts, and 
put into as many glaffes.—In one I poured 
afew drops of fpirit of fal. ammon. into 
another, fome of the lixiv. tartar. into a 
third, ftrong fpirit of vitriol; into the 
fourth, fome fpirit of falt; and into the 
fifth, fome fyrup of violets.

N the bite of the viper, common fallad 
oil applied to the part has been found 
to be a fufficient remedy. 

In all venomous bites and ftings, it will 
be proper to relax. the {kin by emollient 
fomentations and cataplafms of bread, 
milk, and oil; and fometimes with the 
Theriaca mixed. | 

The rattle-fnake bite is faid to be cured’ 
by the following method: 

Take plantain and hoarhound in the 
fummer, the roots and branches toge- 
ther, a fufficient quantity ; bruife them, 
and exprefs the juice; of which give one 
large fpoonful. If the patient fwells, you 
muft force it down his throat. This 
generally anfwers; but in cafe it fhould 
not, give another fpoonful in about an 
hour after, which feldom or never fails. 
If the roots be dry, moiften them with a 
little water.—A leaf of tobacco iteeped in 
rum may be applied to the wound.

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Milk is counted an univerfal remedy 
againtft all poifons that kill by inflamma- 
tion; more efpecially with the addition 
of oil. 

Would not bleeding plentifully abate 
much of the inflammation ?

Gonorrhea virulenta is a flux of 
A virulent matter, in confequence of 
an impure contact and coition with an 
infected perfon. 

It generally appears in a few days, 
about the third or fourth after receiving 
the infection, with a titillation about 
the glans penis; a fenfation of heat, at-. 
tended with a pricking pain in making 
water. The running is at firft fmall in 
quantity, and whitifh: as it increafes, it 
appears yellow or green; nay, even 
bloody, according to the degree of vi- 
rulence and infection, and difpofition 
and habit of the body. Hence arife in- 
flammation, excoriation, and pain in 
erection, {welling of tefticles, phymofis, 
paraphymolis, chancres and buboes. 

Whey and {mall diluting drinks are 
to be plentifully taken, together with 
a light diet, free from high and ftimulat- 


ing fauces.

many are often impofed upon by thefe 
bad men, and are treated as infected, 
where probably there was not the leaft 
taint of infection. 

In the hernia humoralis bleed, and re- 
peat it occafionally; fufpend the parts in 
a bag-trufs, and confine the patient to 
bed; and if the fwelling and inflamma- 
tion be great, apply a bread and milk

poultice, with fome of the unguent. mer- 
curial. about 3i.

A bubo in its firft appearance, unac- 
companied with other fymptoms, is beft 
carried off by bleeding, purging, and 
rubbing in the unguent. mercur. forte ;' 
but if it be farther advanced, and matter 
is formed, encourage it by laying afide 
all evacuations, and apply the galbanum 
plafter, or cataplafm. maturans warmed, 
twice or thrice a day, and open it in due 
time by cauftic. Then finith the cure 
with the fublimate as above, joined with 
a decott. farfz. 

But falivation is certainly here the 
beft method to infure a thorough remo- 
val of all the venereal complaints, ef- 
pecially if attended with pocky erup- 
tions, ulcers, or fore throat. | 7 

Phymofis and paraphymofis will yield 
to emollient cataplafms, unguent. mer- 
cur. emetics and brifk purgatives.— 
Sometimes it may be convenient to 
throw an injection between the glans 
and prepuce in the phymofis.

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Chancres are beft cured by cutting 
them off, and rubbing in the unguent. 
mercur. ; if they prove obftinate, fumi- 
gate with cinnab. factit. 91), placed on 
an iron warm enough to raife a flame 
with fmoak; but not fo red-hot as to 
permit it to fly off too haftily.—This 
method purfued once or twice a day has 
been known to fucceed. —- Oil has alfo 
been commended by fome in thefe cafes. 
A folution of vitriol. Roman. is effectual 
in this cafe.

H E lues venerea, fo called, appears 
with buboes, which are fucceed- 
ed by ulcers: thefe, if haftily cured, 
contaminate the fkin about the breaft, 
arms, and pudenda, chiefly with {mall 
{pots, called by our moderns fcur- 
vy ; but which are, in reality, nothing 
lefs than pocky fymptoms, and effenti- 
ally different from fcorbutic fpots, arifing 
too from a different caufe. Pains at- 
tend the limbs all over; then nodes ap- 
pear on the fkull and tibiz, which are 
very painful, and become at length rot- 
ten and carious; the throat grows ulcer- 
ous, and thence the difeafe creeps towards 
the nofe, which thefe ulcers deftroy. 
Sometimes the lues is attended with 
chops in the infide of the lips, palms of 
the hands, and behind the ears; deafnefs : 
at other times the eyes are painful, red, 
and itch.—Various, in fhort, are the 
fymptoms under which thefe miferable | 
patients languifh,

A ftrengthening, aftringent regimen is 
the moft proper to remove this difor- 
der.

Cold bathing and fteel medicines are, 
in general, of ufe, in this cafe: and if the 
firength of the patient will admit of it, 
bleeding.

HILDREN, upon account of the 

weaknefs and laxity of their vif 
cera, are much more fubject to this dif 
temper than adults. 

It is a convulfive cough, occafioned by 
a'vifcid and thick matter lodged about 
the bronchia, trachea, and fauces, which 
{ticking clofe cannot be eafily expecto- 
rated; and therefore the poor infants, 
in endeavouring to bring it up, ftrain 
moit violently, till they become almof 
fuffocated and convulfed. 

Hence we are plainly taught the indi- 
cation, which fhould be attempted by 
attenuants and diflolvents; and, next, by 
corroborants. It is of great confequence, 
in the cure of this difeafe, to prevent 
children cramming themfelves fo much 
as they generally do. | 

Bleeding may fometimes be ufeful, to 
prevent inflammation of the internal 
membrane of the lungs; though I fhould 
prefer cupping between the neck and 
fhoulders.—Oxymel vomits fhould be 
repeated.

HIS diforder affects the bones of 

children, and caufes a confiderable 
protuberance, incurvation, or diftortion 
of them. 

Thefe diforders arife from various 
caufes, but more particularly, when pro- 
per care has not been taken with. chil- 
dren; when they have been too tightly 
fwathed in fome parts, and too loofe in 
others ; keeping them too long in one 
and the fame pofition; not keeping them 
clean and dry. Sometimes it may arife 
from alax habit: at others, from want 
of proper motion. It 


oe 
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It ufually appears about the eighth or 
ninth month, and continues to the fixth 
or feventh year of the child’s age. The 
head becomes large, the countenance full 
and florid, the joints knotty and diftort- 
ed, efpecially about the wrifts; lefs near 
the ancles.—The ribs protuberate, and 
grow crooked; the abdomen and hypo- 
chondria {fwell; a cough and diforders of 
the lungs fucceed ; and there is, withal, 
avery early underftanding, and the child 
moves but weakly and waddles. 

The regimen fhould be light, and pro- 
perly feafoned; the air dry and clear. Ex- 
ercife and motion ‘fhould be encouraged, 
and bandage, as well as inftruments, con- 
trived to keep the limbs in a proper fite; 
but we fhould take care that they be fo 
formed as not to put the child in pain, 
or reftrain it too much. 

Cold bathing is of infinite ufe; after 
which we fhould not omit friction, and 
placing the child between two blankets, 
fo as to encourage a free diaphorefis. The 
back fhould be well rubbed with aq. re- 
ein. Hungar. fpirit. vin. camphor. or good 
old rum every night.

ORMS are of three kinds; the 
round, the afcarides, and thetznia;

digeft folids—Such food, therefore, will 
corrupt, and produce worms. — They 
are known to exift by a naufea attend- 
ing, with an inclination to vomit, loefe- 
nefs, faintings, intermitting weak pulfe, 
itching of the nofe, fometimes at the 
anus, fits and convulfions: they alfo 
may produce hunger, voracity, coftive- 
nefs, palenefs, foetid breath, grinding of 
the teeth, and even death. 
* The diet fhould be light animal food, 
and a moderate allowance of red port 
wine. A pint of water in which i. ar- 
gent. viv. has been boiled, is a ufeful 
drink. thiops and rhubarb is chiefly 
proper for children, efpecially after 
purging, where they can bear it.

every day, and purging once a week; 
and here, after proper evacuation, a de- 
coction of the bark might be prefcribed 
to great advantage, by preventing their 
return. Sea-water has been effectual in 
deftroying worms in children, when 
other things have failed. 

The Guinea-worm of the Weft-Indies 
is from one to two feet long, of a tape- 
like appearance, with a blackifh head. 
Little pain is perceived till it occafions 
a troublefome boil or tumour in the leg 
or thigh, where it generally takes up its 
feat. As foon as the boil breaks, its 
head makes its appearance. Thefe worms 
are produced from ova contained and 
{wimming in the waters in hot cli- 
mates, Aloetics 
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Aloetics are by fome recommended 
to promote their difcharge from the 
body; but the ufual method is, to gently 
tie the head of the worm to a piece 
of lead, to prevent its getting back, and 
fo proceed to keep rolling the worm on 
the lead as it advances forward daily, till 
it be entirely drawn out. Lint, filk or 
cotton, will juft anfwer as well, 

Inthetape-worm garlichas been found 
a fpecific, by {wallowing a clove or two 
of it in the morning, and drinking {pa 
water after it. |

rWAHE hiccup is a convulfive {pafm 

of the cefophagus, the mufcles 
ferving for deglutition, and the fto- 
mach: the diaphragm was by fome 
thought to be in fault; but without any 
foundation. — 

Hippocrates obferves, that it may pro- 
ceed either from too much emptinefs or 
fullnefs, particularly of the brain ; fome- 
times it is local in the ftomach. Much 
depends on its being a fymptomatic or a 
primary difeafe. 

The mufk julep proves ferviceable in 
this diforder, when fymptomatic, and at- 
tended with flatus ; alfo the following:

Palpitation of the heart is a quick, 

ftrong, and irregular motion of. 

that organ, occafioned by violent and 

fudden paffion; by hectic heats; by an 
aneurifm, polypus, &c. 

Bleeding often and freely is the chief 
and only remedy in this cafe; unlefs it 
arife from weak nerves or a lax habit: 
then corroborants will be proper; fuch 
as the cortex, mineral waters, &c. 

In cafe of an afthma, blifter, and give 
fome volatile drops in an infufion of va- 
lerian, twice or thrice a day. 

In a polypus, the patient ought to be 
very regular in diet, moderate in exer- 
cife, and to make ufe of the chaly- 
beat waters; though there can be very 
little expected under fuch a circumftance, 

Upon the whole, when the palpita- 
tion arifes from a weak ftomach, ren- 
dered extremely irritable, the beft re- 
medies are vomits, the bark, bitters,

Catalepfis is a very rare and un- 
common diftemper, in which the 
patient remains ftiff, fenfelefs,and motion- 
lefs, as a ftatue. He neither hears or fees, 
though his eyes be wide open; neither 
does he feel, though ever fo feverely 
prickt or burnt: he fwallows whatever 
is offered to him voracioufly. The 
countenance continues florid. Towards 
the clofe of the fit, he fighs very deep, 
and fo recovers himfelf. 

Blifters and vomits feem to promife 
the greateft advantage; fetons and fon-. 
tanelles are alfo of ufe. The following 
cataplafm may not be improper in the 
paroxyim.

In this dreadful 
convulfive cafe bleed, if the pulfe admit 
it. If it happens in confequence of an 
irritation from a wounded nerve or ten- 
don, divide it directly, and drefs it pro- 
perly ; then prefcribe large dofes of mufk 
and opiates, twelve grains of the firft, and 
one or two grains of the fecond, with 
Theriaca in a bolus, and repeated every 
four or fix hours with julep e camphora, 

Emollient fomentations to the parts 
fhould not be omitted ; then the follow- 
ing applications will be very ferviceable,

Where you fufpecta tetanus coming on 
in children, evacuategently by ftools, and 
give {mall dofes of mufk and opium, and 
you prevent the bad confequences of the 
approaching fit. 

In convulfive fpafms or fits, mufk has 
been given with great advantage to a 
young lady, in the form of a bolus, con- 
taining 3 %.every four hours, and wafh- 
ed down with a volatile julep. | 

In all convulfive cafes, after great eva- 
cuations, there is much danger. As the 
equable preffure of the veflels on the en- 
cephalon is difturbed, the blood flows ir- 
regularly into empty veflels: hence the 
necefftty of light broths, &c. and the 
danger of ftimulants, volatiles, &c.

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Of an EPILEPSY. 


N epilepfy is a convulfive motion of 
the body, in which all or many 
parts of it are violently contra&ted and 
varioufly agitated, owing to the too great 
action of the brain upon the motory 
nerves, and not on the fenfatory. It 
is attended with a deprivation of all 
fenfe.—If it be hereditary, it is moft diffi- 
‘cult of cure: if it arife from other caufes, 
or be fymptomatic, it may be remedied. 
The fit is preceded with a languid 
pulfe, pale countenance, and afterwards 
great pain in the head; ftupor and drow- 
finefs, fudden falling down, gnafhing 
of the teeth, frothing at the mouth, with 
many ridiculous and difagreeable diftor- 
tions and gefticulations; involuntary 
emiflions, and difcharges by ftool as well 
as urine; although the patients are 
frequently feized without any previous 
knowledge of a fit coming on.—It is an ef- 
fort to difengage thofe humours that op- 
prefs the brain and ventricles, and in the 
inter- 


; 
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intermediate ftate requires nervous warm 
medicines to increafe the moving powers. 

Hippocrates obferves, that a quartan 
fever fucceeding an epilepfy, is falutary. 
It is often purely nervous and fympathe- 
tic,or morbus fine materia; and proceeds, 
in fome cafes, from a bad formation of 
the cranium. j.24 

The regimen fhould be light and 
eafy. 

Where there is a plethora, bleed, and 
vomit: repeatedly. The body fhould

Of a Leruarey, Carus, and Coma. 


HESE difeafes have a great afli- 

nity to the apoplexy and palfy. 
In acoma, the patient fleeps profoundly ; 
but when called, wakes, opens his eyes, 
anfwers, and immediately falls afleep 
again. A lethargy is a profound fleep, 
attended with a fever, and fometimes 
with delirium. In a carus, the pa- 
tient has no fever; he fleeps more pro- 
foundly ; when called, he fcarce opens 
his eyes ; but makes no anfwer: yet, if 
he be pricked, he has feeling. 

Thefe diforders fhould be treated by 
ftimulating clyfters, volatile foetids, blif- 
ters, cauteries, cupping, and vomits. Cut 
of the fit, if the patient be plethoric, or 

the pulfe be full and ftrong, bleed. 

. . Acarus is aflighter apoplexy, in which 
you get fome broken incoherent anfwers 
from the patient. 

Coma vigil,—Somnolentum & cata- 
phora, are all lefler fpecies of a carus, 
and differ only in degree from the apo- 
plexy. Of 
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Of a HEAD-ACH. 


Head-ach is a painful fenfation in 

the mufcles, membranes, nerves, 
or other parts of the head.. If it be 
flight, it is called a cephalalgia, and 
{ftrictly means no more than a recent pain 
of that part. If inveterate, it is a ce- 
phalza ; and a hemicrania, if only one 
fide of the head is affected. If the pain be 
fixed to a point, it is called clavus hyf- 
tericus. 

Thefe diforders may be occafioned by 
a diftenfion of the nervous fibres, by 
convulfions, or fudden tranflation of 
matter. Where the ftomach is in fault, 
which it generally is in the hemicrania, 
vomits will be very proper, and bitter 
purges, &c. 

If thefe pains be attended with a fever 
and inflammation, bleeding, cupping, 
blifters, and antiphlogiftic medicines are 
to be prefcribed. 

When they arife from gouty or rheu- 
matic humour, blifters to the back, legs,

N apoplexy is a fudden depriva- 
A tion of all the fenfes and motions 
of the body, except thofe of the heart 
and lungs. It may be divided into three 
fpecies; the fanguine, pituitous, and 
fpafmodic. The firft is caufed by the 
blood comprefling the brain, or by a 
rupture of a veflel. The other arifes. 
from a collection of pituitous humours. 
in the ventricles and membranes of the 
brain. The third fprings from convulfive 
conitrictions. 

In the firft, the patient falls down fud- 
denly, with a total and inftant depriva- 
tion of fenfe and motion; the mouth is 
open, and a fpontaneous difcharge of 
urine and ftool frequently attends.—The 
face is red and bloated; the head aches;. 
the veflels are full and turgid about the 
temples; the eyes {well and {parkle ; the 
heart beats quick and ftrong;. the pulfe 
is bold, and then languid and flow ; ref- 
piration is difficult, with a naufea ; fome-

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times, though rarely, the patient foams 
at the mouth ; but a ftertor always at- 
tends. The difference between a perfon in 
an apoplexy and afleep is, that you can 
awake the one, and not the other. 

We fhould very carefully attend to 

the diftinction between the fanguine 
and pituitous ; the latter of which is of- 
ten followed by a palfy. 
-. Bleed plentifully and boldly from 
the jugular by a large orifice: alfo 
cupping is of ufe. Nothing but ex- 
treme weaknefs can contraindicate it.— 
Next, inject ftimulating and fharp clyf- 
ters.

Iffues, fetons, and perpetual 
blifters are of great advantage in thefe 
cafes, If the recovery is from a fangui- 
neous apoplexy, the patient fhould care- 
fully avoid malt liquors, and all falt 
acrid diet; fuch as muftard, onions, 
fpices, generous wine, &c. 

The contrary diet will be proper, af- 
ter a recovery from the cold pituitous

Of the Paursy. 


Palfy is a diminution or total de- 
A privation cither of motion or feel- 
ing in any mufcle, attended with a weak- 
nefs. Below the head it is called para- 
plegia; one whole fide being affected, 
hemiplegia; any particular limb, para- 
ly fis. 

When the muf{cles of the face are pa- 
ralytic, the fource of the diforder is 
in the brain: but if thofe be free, the 
nerves only of the fpine or medulla 
oblongata are affected. 

Palfies may arife from a conftant and 
exceflive ufe of warm water. 

Cold is alfo very injurious to the mem- 
branes and nerves, in the {malleft of 
which it is capable of producing obftruc- 
tions, and thus give rife to paralytic 
diforders, 

Moift and cold air, again, may caufe 
this diftemper; for by moifture the vef- 
iels of the human body are generally re- 

laxed, 
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laxed, by which means their action upon 
the humours is diminifhed ; in confe- 
quence of which, the true caufe of heat 
in the body will be foon weakened. 
When it fucceeds an apoplexy, or hap- 
pens in_old age, it is feldom cured. 


The regimen fhould be light, nourifh- 
ing, and ftrengthening. 


Clyfters and vomits feem to be the 
firft and immediate indication; then 
blifters, freely and long continued.— 
Muftard fhould be externally ufed, the 
flour of which muit be mixed with wa- 
ter, and the parts well rubbed with it, 
internally likewife it fhould be fwal- 
lowed whole: Stimulating frictions, al- 
fo, promife fuccefs.

Vertigo is the appearance of objects

Bleeding in the jugulars, or cupping 
with fcarification between the fhoulders, 
demand our firit attention: then exhibit a 
vomit, and apply blifters, which fhould 
by all means be kept open.—Lenitive 
purges are beft here.

Disorpvers of the TEETH and Gus. 


HE Tooth-ach is often occafioned 
by an impure ferum, which cor- 


rodes the ligaments and nerves; very fre- 
quently brought on by colds, rheuma- 


tic complaints, more particularly after 
a fudden change of weather. 

If the tooth be rotten or hollow, burn 
the nerveus chord, if poflible, which 1s 
the feat of the pain, and the cavity may 
-be filled up with lead, wax, or maftich. 

The beft that can be done is to extract

HIS difeafe is attended with fchir- 
rhous unequal tumours, which 
chiefly affect the glandular parts of the 
body. In the eye it creates inflamma- 
tion ; in the eye-lids, a forenefs and {mall 
ulcerations; and in the canthi, a fiftula 
lachrymalis; in the lips, thicknefs and 
chaps; and, fometimes, it even ulcerates 
the noitrils. 

Thefe affections generally are not at- 
tended with pain, neither do the tu- 
mours readily fuppurate. 

In children thefe tumours may pro- 
ceed from bad diet, which time, exer- 
cife, and a proper courfe of alteratives, 
may poflibly relieve ; without which care 
and. circumfpection the malady increafes, 
and they become fcrophulous. 

The diet fhould be light and of eafy 
digeftion, with a due attention to the 
non-naturals, Exercifein moderation will

Cancer is a round, unequal tumour, 
of. a livid colour, feated in the 
glandular parts of the body. | 

Some of them are fixed, others move- 
able ; fome pale, others, again, inflamed. 
They fometimes remain harmlefs and 
indolent for many years; at other times 
they increafe haftily to a large fize, ulce- 
rate, and difcharge a foetid fanious ichor, 
and foon prove mortal. 

There is, perhaps, no diforder of the 
whole body, which more abfolutely re- 
quires an eafy difpofition of mind, and a 
flender light regimen, than this. 

Bleeding, in general, is indicated in 
the palliative cure (which is all that 
found reafoning and integrity of heart 
can give any hopes of doing): after 
which, fome fuch as the following me-

“© Take crows-foot which grows in 
low ground, one handful; dog-fennel, 
three fprigs, both well pounded; crude 
brimftone in powder, three middling 
thimbles-full; white arfenic, the fame 
quantity ; all incorporated in a mortar, 
and made into {mall balls the fize of a 
nutmeg, and dried in the fun. Thefe 

N4 balls 
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balls muft be powdered and mixed with 
the yolk of an egg, and laid over the 
fore or cancer upon a piece of pig’s 
bladder, or ftripping of a calf when 
dropped, which muft be cut to the fize 
of the fore, fmeared with the yolk of an 
ego. This muft be applied cautioufly 
to the lips or nofes, left any part of it 
gets down; nor are you to lay it on 
too broad on the face or too near the 
heart, nor to exceed the breadth of half 
a crown; but, elfewhere, as far as the 
fore goes. The plafter muft not be ftir- 
red till it drops off of itfelf, which will 
be in a week. Clean bandages are often 
to be put on.” 

Topical and external applications, in 
general, are by no means advifeable in 
cancers. If they break, dry lint, and be- 
ing kept quiet and eafy is all that fhould 
be done. If they are moveable, and in a 
proper ftate for extirpation, with a good 
habit of body, the knife is the moft fure 
and effectual method, and ftands faireft 
to effect a cure.

The 
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The Leprofy of the Greeks is a difeafe 
much more known in hot countries than 
in our parts; and is very defperate and 
deplorable in its effects, and not eafily 
tobe thoroughly eradicated. It appears in 
dry fcurfy fcales and {cabs, and is deeper 
rooted in the fkin than that of the Ara- 
bians. It is attended with great itching, 
and often deftroys not only the cuticle, 
but even the excretory veflels and fur- 
face of the fkin itfelf, and difcharges a 
thickifh fort of liquor, which forms itfelf 
into crufts and fcales, which is the pa- 
thognomonic of this mott hideous difeafe. 

The diet here fhould be very fparing, 
light, and eafy; the body be kept lax; 
and, frequently, ufe made of warm baths, 
in which the emollient herbs may be 
boiled.

Warts are beft taken off with a pair of 
{ciflars, and the root touched with vitriol. 
Roman. or ol. vitriol. or, if they be 
pendulous, tie an horfe-hair round it, or 
a piece of wax-thread, which being {ftrai- 
tened, will occafion their dropping off 
infenfibly ; but we muft be cautious, 
when they are feated on the joints or 
knuckles. 

Corns are callous tumours of the joints 
of the toes. They are mitigated by 
bathing the feet frequently in warm 
water, wearing eafy fhoes, and a little 
clean cotton over the parts, to prevent 
attrition. :

HEY begin with fhivering, pain in 
. the ftomach, head and back, naufea, 
reftlefInefs, defpondency, anxiety, dejec- 
tion of {pirits, difficult refpiration, wild 
countenance, hiccup, fyncope, fubful- 
— tus tendinum, pulfe high and quick in 
fome, in others languid and intermit- 
ting; the eyes funk in fome, in others 
inflamed. 


The fever abates upon the appearance 
and increafe of the tumours in the 
groin, arm-pits, or behind the ears; but 
comes on, if they fink or are depreffed. 
The breath and fweat are foetid, with 
livid {fpots, fometimes broad, and fudden- 
ly difappearing. All thefe conftitute the 
true characteriftics of this malignant. dif- 
temper, which varies according to the 
different conftitution and circumftances 
of the air, and temperament of the per- 
fons feized, 

Carbuncles 
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Carbuncles arife in the worft and moft 
dangerous ftate of its malignity: they 
feldom come to kindly fuppuration ; but 
appear with great itching in the part, 
and a red fiery circle, and are fmall tu- 
mours with corrupted flefh underneath. 


Their cure fhould be attempted with 
cataplafms of theriac. Londinenf. ol. ce- 
pe coct. If they appear gangrenous, 
{carify and drefs with ol. terebinth. and 
hot digeftives, and proceed as in mortifi- 
- cations. 


The other tumours are critical, and 
fhould be encouraged by the cataplafma 
maturans, cupping-glafles, internal cor- 


dials, &e. 


This diforder has been differently 
treated. Some prefcribe diaphoretics and 
cordials, and omit all evacuations; 
others, again, recommend large venz- 
fection and cooling antiphlogiftics; but 
thefe are feldom proper: however, no 
fixed method can be afcertained to- 
wards the cure of this terrible malady, 

but 
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but fhould be left to the difcretion of the 
phyficians and the exigency of the 
fymptoms. 


Nature is to be fupported by proper 
food of the vegetable and acefcent kind, 
with wine, and feconded in all her work- 
ings.—Vomiting, with emetic tartar, and 
keeping up gentle perfpiration, by flight 
infufions of rad. ferpent. virg. with fpirit. 
mindereri, camphire, and nitre, are ex- 
cellent where the habit is bilious or fan- 
guinary. — The treatment of the malig- — 
nant putrid fever may be fuccefsfully fol- 
lowed in this cafe. 


To prevent the plague, the following 
rules may be ufeful. 1 


To leave the infected place; to avoid 
whatever weakens the body, or may 
check perfpiration; to keep the mind 
chearful and eafy, free from anxiety 
care, fear, low-f{piritednefs, and flatulent 
food. 


Acids 
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Acids taken moderately have their 
ufe ; as likewife have good old Canary, 
and rich mountain wines. The body 
fhould be kept open, if neceflary, by 
clyfters.

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Of the Gouig. 


| HE gout is regular, when it is 

feated in the extremities, returns 
at ftated periods, and gradually de- 
clines: irregular, when the fits are fre- 
quent and uncertain; when the fymp- 
toms vary, and the difeafe attacks the 
more internal parts, fuch as the ftomach, 
head, &c. 


‘It often is hereditary. When ac- 
quired, it proceeds from high living, a 
fedentary life, excefs in wenery when 
young, drinking hard, fitting up late, 
clofe applicatien to ftudy, anxious and 
intenfe thinking, &c. It chiefly affects 
the tendons, nerves, membranes, and li- 
gaments, and comes on at firft fuddenly, 
about the end of the month of January 
or beginning of February. The pa- 
tient is fometimes troubled with cru- 


dities and indigeftion before the attack.

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_ The fenfation felt is ike that of water 
_ dropping on the part; and thefe fymp- 
- toms are fucceeded by a chillinefs, fhiver- 
ing, anda flight fever—About two in the 
morning the patient is difturbed by the 
vehemence of the pain, which ufually 
feizes the great toe; at other times the 
heel, calf of the leg, the ancle and meta- 
tarfal bones, which refembles the gnaw- 
ing of a dog. After much tofling and 
anxiety, towards morning, the pain is 
fomewhat more tolerable, a breathing 
{weat comes on, and the part fwells. I£ 
there be much gouty matter, the pain 
will return again on the next day, as 
the evening approaches. Ina few days 
after, it feizes the other foot; and thus 
it goes on, till all the gouty virus is 
fpent. This is called a regular fit. 


The longer the intervals, the fits prove 
more fevere. It generally returns twice 
a year, {pring and autumn: it feldom at- 
tacks before the thirty-fifth or fortieth 
year. 


This 
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This diftemper is more fatal in the de- 
cline of life, where it frequently feizes 
upon the nobler parts ; fuch as the head, 
ftomach, and bowels. 


The affected parts fhould be kept mode- 
rately warm ; the patient ought to go to 
bed early, and not to rife too foon: he 
fhould rather keep in bed entirely, un- 
til the fymptoms abate; abftain from 
flefh, fifh, and high-feafoned food. A 
flender light diet is beft. Of liquids, 
London {mall-beer and toaft may be al- 
lowed, together with fack-whey, Bath- 
water whey, water-grucl, and a little 
wine. 


During the paroxy{m, little is to be 


done by medicine: but fhould the fit be 


very violent, a gentle anodyne may be 
adminiftered. 


The nature of this difeafe and its irre- 


gular appearances are in general not 
well underftood; and to inveftigate it 
thoroughly, requires, perhaps, as much 
fagacity as any diforder incident to the 

human 
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human frame: in fhort, the gout feizes 
all parts of the’body at different times; 
but in general the ftomach participates 
more or lefs of its attack. 

After the declenfion of the fit, the dif- 
order is more eafily eradicated when 
confined to the extremities, than when 
the vifcera are affected; in which cafe 
the ftomach is fo infirm as hardly to 
perform its office.

Rye-meal poultices to the feet, have late- 
ly come much into efteem, and may per- 
haps, in many cafes, prove beneficial._— 
Topical applications, however, in the 
gout are not advifeable, but under the 
mott ftrict circum{pection, left the gouty 
matter be tranilated, and attack the more 
vital parts. 

In perfons fubject to frequent gouty 
attacks in the head, and where the fits 
are not regular and critical, an iflue in 
the neck or thigh, made pretty large, 
has been found to be of great efficacy. 

Soap and lime-water, with the ufe of 
ftomachic medicines, proper diet, and 
exercife, with Bath-water, bid faireft to 
relieve, if not prevent the returns of the 
gout. Of 
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Of a Dropsy. 


HE dropfy is a collection of fe- 

rum in fome particular part of the 
body, attended with thirft, difficulty of 
breathing, and a difcharge of very little 
urine.—In the head, it is called Hydro- 
cephalum; in the breaft, Hydrops pecto- 
ris; in the abdomen, Afcites : if attend- 
ed with a flatulency, Tympanites ; in the 
{crotum it is termed Hydrocele: if uni- 
verfal and but beginning, Cachexia; but 
when it increafes, Leucophlegmatia or 
Anafarca. Here the legs fwell and pit to- 
wards night; the appetite decays; the 
face grows thin, emaciated, and pale, and 
a fever and thirit attend. 

In all dropfies the diet fhould be dry 
and folid; liquids fhould be fparingly 
ufed: and thefe fhould confift of good 
old rich wines, or medicated beer, in or- 
der to ftrengthen the folids and to pro- 
mote the renal difcharges.—Friction and 
exercife muft not be omitted.

Emetics and cathartics, in {mall dota 
frequently andalternately repeated, have : 
been often given with fuccefs in an afci- 
tes; and diuretics, together with corro- ; 
borants, fhould be always joined and ; 
ufed at intervals during the courfe of | 
purges. The bark, fteel, and exercife, bid | 
faireft to prevent a relapfe. 

In a dropfy of the uterus, give at- 
tenuant and refolvent medicines, and 
ftrengthen the parts——Soap, gum. am- 
mon. pil. mercur. &c. 

If a dropfy happens in confequence of 
an obfiructed perfpiration, or drinking 
large quantities of cold water, diaphore- 
tics are very plainly indicated —lIf from 
hard drinking, exercife on horfeback, 
and a liberal ufe of wine under proper 
reftrictions, however, may be recom- 


mended: if from aconfumptive diathe- 
fis, 
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fis, diuretics and corroborants will be 
proper: if it happens after large hee- 
morrhages, or long continued fevers, 
purge fparingly. The chief dependance 
is on bitters and chalybeates. 

In the cachexy, fal ditreticus, gum. 
ammon. decoct. juniper. &c. with rid- 
ing on horfeback and German Spa- 
waters are of great ufe. 

The hydrocephalus will require per- 
petual blifters, iffues, &c. and {mall 
dofes of calom. and rhub. and a carmi- 
native diet. 

In the hydrocele, or dropfy of the 
fcrotum, the water is contained in the 
tunica vaginalis; and the difeafe confined 
to the part, The tumour here ought to 
be opened with a trocar in the moft de- 
pending part of the fcrotum; and tho’ 
this is not properly a radical cure, yet 
it fometimes proves one ; and is to be 
preferred to any other method. When 
water is contained in the cellular mem- 
branes of the fcrotum, it is to be treated 
as an anafarca, and {carifications in the 
fin of the legs will anfwer as well as up- 
on the part.

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Of the Scurvy. 


HE fcurvy is a difeafe arifing from 

an alteration in the blood, pro- 
ducing fpots on the fkin, and many 
fymptoms indicating a putrid diffolution 
of the fluids. It is attended with weari- 
nefs, heavinefs, liftleffnefs, and difincli- 
nation to move or ftir about; difficulty 
of breathing, putrid gums, offenfive 
breath, fallow countenance; frequent 
heemorrhages from the nofe and gums, 
falling away of the legs, livid fpots, 
with a copperifh colour, and many other 
fymptoms of the hypochondriac kind. 
The true fea-fcurvy feldom appears at 
land. 

The diet fhould, in general, be light 
and of eafy digeftion, confifting of a due 
degree of animal and vegetable fubftan- - 
ces, with the acid fummer fruits, to 
which may be joined red wine, cyder, 
Rhenifh, and Old Hock in moderation. 

Next to this, fpruce-beer is of 
great ufe; and if that cannot be eafily 

obtained, 
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obtained, deal-fhavings may be ufed, and 
made as follows: ‘Take twelve gallons 
of water, and put therein three pounds 
and a half of black fpruce, and boil it for 
three hours; then put to the liquor 
feven pounds of molafles, juft boil it up, 
ftrain it through a fieve when milk- 
warm, put to it about four fpoonfulls of 
yeaft to work it; it foon becomes fit for 
. bottling, perhaps in. five or fix days. If 
the fpruce or fir-tops and bark cannot be 
had, the Chio or Strafburg turpentine 
may be advantageoufly ufed; mix it 
with a mucilage of gum Arabic, and 
gradually add water fuflicient to im- 
pregnate the whole; to a part of which 
put brown fugar or molaffes, and when 
the whole is a little warm add a {mall 
portion of yeaft to caufe a fermentation, 
as above. 

It may be well worth trial to carry 
pump or {pring water on board the fhips 
of war, which having but a fmall pro- 
portion of heterogeneous particles in_it, 
remains for years {weet and pure : it will 
be belt preferved in glafs bottles, or ftone 

or 
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or earthen jars made fweet and clean, 
and well ftopt. 

An attention to thefe hints will do 
great honour to: Adminiftration, and re- 
cord their humanity more than by con- 
quering a new world. 

The trial is eafy, and not expenfive ; 
it may be afcertained prefently; and 
how muit it gladden the heart of that 
man who contributes in any degree to 
the comfort and prefervation of man- 
kind ! but more efpecially to the Britifh 
failors. 

Exercife and tranquility of mind are 
_alfo of great advantage. 

In the beginning gentle purges will be 
proper, fuch as infuf. fenz, crem. tartar. 
manna, Scarborough*waters, and a long 
continued ufe of the fcorbutic juices, 
with whey. Oranges and ripe fruits are 
very advantageoully given in the fea- 
{curvy. A rob made of lemon juice will 
keep for years, and is of the utmoft con- 
fequence in long voyages ; or juice of le- 
mons kept in cafks, and given to the 
quantity of three fpoonfuls to the dif- 

eafed 
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eafed daily, tends much to prevent the 
bad effects of foetid provifions and bad 
air. The former has, in my opinion, the 
greateft fhare in producing the fcurvy ; 
and when it is confidered that this juice 
with the fugar to prepare it, are the 
produce of our own colonies, and fo 
eafily come at, it is amazing there is not 
an immediate order for a trial being 
made; it would fuperfede that ex- 
penfive mineral acid elix. vitriol, and the 
long train of medicine confequent there- 
on. | 
I have had a large cafk of lime 
juice from the colonies, which, after a 
bad voyage of almoft a fhip-wreck, and 
being obliged to fteer to America to re- 
fit, yet, after eighteen months, remained 
frefh, well-flavoured, and fine. 

But, above all, the daily ufe of wort 
made from malt, and the following me- 
dicines, will, perhaps, be found of fervice.

In very vifcid habits gum. guaiac. mil- 
lepedes, zthiops, and fteel, will be ad- 
vifeable. | 

In a variety of cafes, where the fkin 
has been over-run with a watery, itchy, 
{preading matter, more particularly inci- 
dent to old people, nothing has been 
more effectual than a ftrong decoétion 
of the juniper tops and berries long per- 
fifted in, and drank to the quantity of a 
quart a day. Sould this fail, the pil. Z- 
thiopic. will be worth trying. Of

HIS diforder affects the imagina- 

tion, and is attended with great 
anxiety, or uncommon chearfulnefs; 
and, in general, arifes from indigeftion, 
a fedentary life, too intenfe attention te 
ftudy ; from grofs and vifcid diet, pro- 
fufe evacuations, and extremes of paf- 
fions. | 

The figns are, indolence, tremors, de- 
{pondence, low-fpiritednefs, coftivenefs, 
difficulty of breathing, fhort cough, fla- 
tulence, pale crude urine, fpafmodic 
pains of the head, &c. 

The regimen fhould confift of fuch 
food as is light and eafy of digeftion. 
Pyrmont water fhould be recommended 
to be drank in common, and exercife on 
horfeback. 

Repeated. vomits are very proper here, 
and a due attention that the body be 
kept foluble. :

HIS diforder appears under vari- 

ous fhapes, and is attended with 
a variety of fymptoms. which denote the 
animal and vital functions to be greatly 
difordered. It is often owing to a lax 
tender habit, obftructions of the menfes, 
fluor albus, &c. 

In the fit the patient is feized with a 
ftrangulation, quick and difficult breath- 
ing, fo as to endanger fuffocation, lofs 
of fpeech, and all fenfe of motion. 
Thefe, with the train of hypochondriac 
fymptoms, may be fuflicient to determine 
the difeafe:. to which may be added, 
frequent laughing and crying, various 
wild irregular actions : after which a ge- 
neral forenefs over all the body is felt ; 
the fpirits are low; the feet are cold, 
The hyfteric fit may be eafily diftinguifh- 
ed from a fyncope; for in this the pulfe 
and refpiration are entirely ftopped; in 
that they are both perceivable. A fyn- 
cope feizes the patient at once, without 


any 
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any previous notice; but the hyfteric paf- 
fion is preceded by fymptoms which de- 
note the approach of the diforder: the 
face is paler in the fyncope; but women 
in hyfteric fits have a high color in their 
face very frequently ; moreover, in the 
firft the fit is fhort, and foon determined ; 
but in the latter it may, fometimes, laft 
two or three days. This diftemper is 
feldom fatal, though it often conti- 
nues for a confiderable time, and may, 
very properly, be called a chronical one. 

A light animal food, red wine, chear- 
ful company, and a good clear air, with 
moderate exercife, are of great impor- 
tance in this diforder. Drinking tea, 
&c. fhould by no means be indulged: 

The cure confifts in whatever tends to 
ftrengthen the folids, and the whole ha- 
bit in general; and nothing will effect 
this more fuccefsfully than a long conti- 
nued ufe of mineral chalybeat waters 
and riding on horfeback, frictions and 
ligatures, &c. 

The body fhould be kept foluble with 
tinctur, facr. in fmall dofes, or the pil.

Nothing recovers a perfon fooner out 
of the hyfteric fit than putting the feet 
and legs in warm water. 

When low {pirits arife from the nerves 
of the ftomach and bowels being weak, 
tincture of bark and bitters, and chaly- 
beates, with exercife, are the beft reme- 
dies. When they arife from obiftruc- 
tions in the hypochondriac vifcera, or 
a foulnefs of the ftomach and inteftines, 
vomits, aloetic purges, Harrowgate wa- 
ters, and tartar, folub, are proper, viz.

BORTION happens between the 

fecond and third, and between 

the third and fourth months. Some- 
times it may happen later. 

The figns preceding mifcarriage in ge- 
neral are, a flux of blood from the 
uterus, fhiverings, pain in the loins ex- 
tending to the bottom of the belly, 
anxiety, naufea, palpitation of the heart, 
fyncope, a fpreading and moifture of 
the os tince. | 

If the pulfe will bear it, and the patient 
be young, ftrong, and vigorous, fome 
blood’ may be taken away, and fhe 
fhould be put to bed. Her diet fhould 
be light broths, and clyfters of the fame

Spare diet and chicken-broth, with 
warm caudle, feem to be the moft proper 
regimen; and from the many bad con- 
fequences of colds, fevers, and fudden © 
deaths, which happen at this time, toe 
much care cannot be inculcated.

If the lochia be fupprefled, give 51.

nata. In cafe they are too violent, in- 
creafe the quantity of the opiate ; but be 
cautious, and wait patiently for the ef- 
fects. 

When the breafts begin to be uneafy 
on the firft days, from the milk ftagnat- 
ing, gentle diaphoretics may be prefcrib- 
ed, and {pirit. vin. camphorat. applied, or 
warm cloths or emplaftr. commun. cum 
camphor, Should pain with inflamma- 

tion 
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tion come on, apply a poultice with 
bread, milk, and oil; and, in cafe you 
cannot prevent a fuppuration, you 
muft treat it accordingly. The ol. cerz 
fhould be ufed where the nipples are fore 
and chopped. If a fever comes on, it re- 
quires the utmoft caution in bleeding; 
keeping the belly open, feems always 
proper, with the ufe of antiputrefcents, 
and large quantities of diluting liquors, 
reft, &c. 

An inflammation of the uterus 
fhould be treated like that of any other 
part, with bleeding, gentle emollient 
clyfters, a light diet, and warm dilut- 
ing liquors, with reft; and apply the 
milk and bread poultice, with oil, to the 
pudenda.—In cafe it fhould degenerate 
into a cancer, the palliative cure is all 
that can be expected; perhaps frequent 
bleeding, gentle anodynes, and a due re- 
gard to the nonnaturals, may do as much 
as can be expected.

HESE are difeafes nearly conneét- 
ed; the firft being a delirium with- 
outa fever, attended with fear and a 
great penfivenefs; the latter with great 
fury and boldnefs. 

Of madnefs there are three fpecies ; 
the mirthful, melancholic, and raving. 
They may be occafioned by whatever fo 
difturbs the brain as to affect the mind; 

intenfe thought, anxious cares and trou- 
bles, watchings, frights, fearful and 
fhocking dreams, ftrong paflions, pro- 
fufe evacuations, or an obftruction of 
them. Whatever renders the blood and 
fpirits too volatile, caufes the mirthful 
and raving; and whatever, on the con- 
trary, depreffes them, will occafion the 
melancholy fpecies. If hereditary, it 
fcarce admits a cure. 

The figns are, fadnefs and dejection, 
without any antecedent caufe; timidity, 
fondnefs of folitude, troublefome nights, 
fretfulnefs and ficklenefs, coftivene(s, 

little 
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little or no urine, indolence, and pale- 
nefs of vifage.—In others, on the con- 
trary, unufual boldnefs, with all the 
ftrong appearances of irregular paflions ; 
rifing fometimes fo high, and at other 
times finking fo low, as to give room to 
apprehend the patient may attempt his 
own life. 

The cure ‘in bold maniacs.—Firft, as 
to their regimen, that fhould be flender 
and light; fuchas gruels, thin panadas, 
whey, water, and fruits, barley gruel, 
butter-milk.—Bleeding is proper in the 
beginning, and fhould be frequently 
repeated in {mall quantities; but the 
pulfe and other fymptoms are the beft 
indications. Clyfters and vomits fhould 
not be {pared ; for they are moft un- 
doubtedly of very great ufe, and 
fhould be either tartar. emetic. or ipe- 
cacuanha, according to the firength of 
the patient. Purging muft not be for- 
got; nor iffues, blifters, fetons, &c.

The furor uterinus is a fpecies of 
madnefs arifing from too great a fenfi- 
bility or inflammation of the pudenda, 
or too great an abundance or acrimony 
of the fluids of thofe parts. Its princi- 
‘pal characteriftic is an immoderate defire 
of coition, and the patient utters ftrange 
obfcenities. The figns at firft, are melan- 
choly, great taciturnity, tho’ with lafci- 
vious cafting about their eyes, and a red- 
nefs of the face. As the difeafe increafes, 
they fcold, cry, then laugh, &c. 

_. The cure confifts in removing the 
heat and irritation, by attenuants and 
balfamics. The dict fhould be cooling 

and 
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and light; fuch as whey and vegetables, 
Bleeding repeatedly is proper, efpecially 
where the pulfe is quick and ftrong: {ti- 
mulating purges are alfo ufeful; fuch as 
jalap, with nitre diffolved in whey, &c.

HE jaundicé is an univerfal yel- 

lownefs tinging the fkin, chiefly 
obfervable in the whites of the eyes, ow- 
ing to the bile mixing itfelf in too great 
a proportion with the blood: it may 
alfo be owing to obitructions, vifcid bile, 
or to {mall ftones or {pafms. 

Nature has made a great apparatus for 
the formation of bile : hence its high ufe 
in the animal oeconomy, and the difeafes " 
confequent on its vifcidity, apparent in 
the lives of the fedentary, by coftive- 
nefs, &c. as the contrary happens to free 
livers, where the falts being raifed high, 
diarrhoeas and fevers frequently attend. 

The fymptoms of a jaundice are, inac- 
tivity, laflitude, anxiety, ficknefs, op- 
preflion of the breaft, difficult refpira- 
tion, dry fkin with an itching, coftive- 
nefs, hard, white, or greyifh ftools, yel- 
low and high-coloured urine, with a bit- 
terifh tafte in the mouthA jaundice 
arifing from an obftruction of the gall- 

; bladder 
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bladder is not fo bad as that from a 
{chirrhous liver. 

The diet fhould be attenuating.—In 
the beginning, efpecially if the liver be 
fufpected, bleed :—after which give a 
vomit of ipecacuanha, and then purge 
with the following:

In cafe the liver be inflamed, it will 
be known by a pungent pain in the re- 
gion of that vifcus, and in the dia- 
phragm; the eyes and fkin will be yel- 
low ; the urine faffron-coloured, with a 
coldne{s and fhivering, fometimes with

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a fever and vomiting, difficult breathing, 
watching, and coftivenefs. — Here the 
greateft danger is to be apprehended, 
fhould a fuppuration come on; in which 
cafe the patient dies tabid. 

Bleeding repeatedly and early, in 
which the pulfe and other attendant 
fymptoms will be the beft directors, 
with blifters on the part, promife the 
moft relief; and, in general, fuch anti- 
phlogiftics as are recommended in in- 
flammatory diforders; fuch as the fa- 
line draughts, cooling clyfters, diuretic 
emulfions, and emollient topical appli- 
cations. 

When the liver is {chirrhous, very lit- 
tle hopes are left ; perhaps the following 
may be ufeful:

HIS diforder is attended with a 
pungent burning pain in the re- 
gion of the kidneys, together with a fe- 
ver, and a frequent difcharge of urine, 
which is fmall in quantity, red, and 
high-coloured; yet in the higheft de- 
gree of the difeafe, limpid and watery : 
the thigh feels numb, and there is a pain 
in the groin, and tefticle of the fame 
fide, and in the ilium, with bilious 
vomitings and continual eructations. 
The regimen, and indeed the whole 
method of cure, fhould be very nearly 
the fame as recommended in all other 
diforders of the inflammatory kind. 
Bleed repeatedly, in which you are to 
be directed by the pulfe and other fymp- 
toms; throw up emollient broth-clyf- 
ters; and let the patient drink py of 
the aleve decoétion :

Give warm broth and whey.—No- 
thing acrimonious can have a place in 
this difeafe. 

If it be occafioned by poifon, or if 
from too much eating, vomit immedi- 
ately. In cafe the things which were 
{wallowed were of an hot nature, or- 
der the broth to be drank cold; but if 
the inflammation be primary, and is at- 
tended with a fever, bleed largely; order 
emollient, oily clyfters, and gentle ano- 
dynes; and blifters may be proper under 
thefe circumftances, together with the 
following draughts:

When it is in the upper part of the 
guts, the ftomach will be diftended with 
wind ; and where it is very violent, con- 
vulfions will fucceed in the diaphragm, 
attended with vomiting, painful infla- 
tion, rumblings, and fharp  griping 
twitches, which may be productive of 
the paflio iiaca. 

In cafe of a burning pain in the ab- 
domen, with a preternatural heat of 
the whole body, quick pulfe, lofs of 
firength, anxiety and inquietude, we 
may juftly then conclude the inteftines 
to be the feat of the diforder. 

When the fharp pain, attended with 
fever and naufea, appears to be above the 

navel

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navel and below the ftomach, it may then 
be fufpected that a part of the colon is 
affected which lies under the ftomach.— 
If it be in the right hypochondrium un- 
der the fpurious ribs, then that part of 
the colon which joins the ilium, may 
be inflamed : but when the pain is in 
the middle of the abdomen, about the 
navel, it indicates the fmall guts to be 
affected; and this fhould be very care- 
fully diftinguifhed from a colic. 
- And here bleeding largely and re- 
peatedly, will be abfolutely required; 
the pulfe will be the fureft guide: alfo a 
warm foftening emollient drink, and 
clyfters; and thefe muft be repeated. If 
the vomiting be violent, prefcribe an 
anodyne. Warm fomentations are ufe- 
ful, and the fkins of vigorous animals 
applied warm to the abdomen. 

Frefh broths are the beft for drink, as 
well as for nourifhment. 

After bleeding, ftools muft be pro- 
cured.

HE piles are painful tumours in 
the lower part of the inteftinum

Thofe who lead fedentary lives, are of 
a loofe texture of fibres, high feeders, 
hard drinkers, and fuch as are conftitu- 
tionally coftive, or have ufed themfelves 
to aloetic purges, &c. are fubject to thefeé 
diforders. 

Sometimes they are internal, and occa- 
fion great pain in going to ftool: when 
external, they are likewife very painful 
and apt to bleed; after which the pain 
abates. 

If the patient be plethoric, bleed; and 
order a light cool diet, fuch as broths; 
eruels, whey; and avoid liquors, which 
are heating and inflaming.

It is moft to be 

dreaded when in health; the temples 

ach, the forehead itches, and the body

It may be occafioned by whatever pro- 
duces an inflammation, though it fre- 
quently proceeds from accident. When 
attended with long head-achs, it is bad, 
and portends blindnefs. | 

All hot aromatic food and wine is 
bad: alow diet, reft, and keeping the 
part covered from the light, with plenty 
of dilution, will be here very requifite. 

Bleed plentifully and repeatedly more

or a few drops of fpirit vin. cam- 
phorat. with a grain or two of nitre. 

The Putrid, or Malignant Sore Throat 
comes on with a chillinefs and fhiver- 
ing, loofenefs and vomiting, with heat, 

di which 
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which fucceed each other; pain in the 
head ; forenefs of the throat ; the eyes are 
inflamed; there is a faintnefs and anxiety, 
together with a florid colour on the in- 
fide of the throat and tonfils. It fome- 
times appears like a broad irregular fpot, 
of a pale white colour; and on the fe- 
cond or third day, the body is covered 
with the appearance of an eryfipelas, 
with a remarkable {welling in the hands 
and fingers ; the body and arms are alfo 
filled with pimples. ‘The efllorefcence on 
the fkin does not alwaysattend this difeafe. 
The forenefs of the throat now floughs 
and ulcerates; the parotid glands frequent- 
ly fwell, and are extremely painful; a de- 
lirium enfues, with heat and reftlefinefs 
forfeveral days, efpecially towards night; 
and a gentle and agreeable fweat breaks 
out towards the morning, which renders 
the patient eafy: a faintnefs, neverthe- 
lefs, {till attends ; the pulfe is quick and 
fmall; in fome foft and full, witha 
‘loofe ftroke, feldom hard. An offenfive 
bad tafte in the mouth is perceived in 
this difeafe, and (in the otherwife weak 
and 
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and infirm, who are chiefly the fubjects 
of it) an acute pain affects the head. 

A loofenefs and vomiting fhould be 
checkéd ; the breath is infectious, and 
fhould therefore be guarded againft, 

We fhould allow ftrong whey made 
with mountain, or any other rich wine 
very freely; fage tea; chicken broth; 
and in cafe of great ficknefs at the fto- 
mach, mint tea. 

All evacuations in thie diforder are 
highly injurious, however the pulfe and 
other fymptoms may indicate them ; and 
this is evident from undoubted experi- 
ence and authority. Give an ipecacu- 
anha vomit on the firft being called, by 
which means you may, in a great mea- 
fure, flop the ficknefs and prevent a 
loofenefs, which very frequently attends 
in this cafe; and then order thus:

Vomiting is a difeafe of the ftomach, 
frequently proceeding from a relaxation 
of its fibres, by hard drinking ; where 
that is the caufe, there will be, almoft al- 
ways, a pain in the foles of the feet at 
the fame time. It may be occafioned by 
inflammation, worms, the colic, poifons, 
ftone and gravel, failing on the fea, &c. 

When original, the ftomach is princi- 
pally affected ; but if it be fymptomatic, 
other parts are chiefly in fault. 

The regimen fhould confift of mint 
tea, chicken-water, fago, burnt wine 
with {pice ; but thefe fhould be fparingly 
allowed, if at all, where it arifes from 
inflammation. If hard drinking has 
brought it on, a gentle vomit and fome 
of the following forms may be found of 
fome eflicacy :

Sea-ficknefs, more efpecially in fhort 
voyages, is fcarce ever got the better of, 
till the fhip gets into frefh-water ri- 
vers, and the patient put afhore.—In 
long voyages ufe wears it off. 

Many things are recommended for re- 
moving it; but I apprehend to very little 
purpofe.

HE colic is attended with pain iri 
the inteftines; andif bilious, may 
be known by the following figns: 

It generally feizes the patient about 
the beginning of fummer, with a vo- 
miting of a yellow greenifh caft; a 
bitter tafte in the mouth, with great 
heat ; circum{cribed pain about the re- 
gion of the navel; fometimes with moft 
excruciating pain all over the abdomen ; 
then fhifting from place to place; little 
or no difcharge of urine; a pulfation of 
the abdomen, with a fenfe of cold about 
it: frequently it is attended with a 
hoarfenefs, which continues during the 
whole ftage of the diftemper, with thirit, 
fever, and coftivenefs; and fometimes 
terminates in the iliac paflion. 

The Flatulent Colic is a wandering 
pain attended with borborygmy in the 
bowels, and abates when the air is fet 
free: when it increafes, it brings on a 
vomiting and nephritic fymptoms. Hence 

the 
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the ftone-colic, which may, however, 
eafily be diftinguifhed from the true ne- 
phritis by a fixed pain in the kidney: 
from thence, by means of the ureter in 
the tefticle, ftoppage of urine is a 
fymptom in this cafe, as in the nephri- 
tis. After eating, the colic increafes, 
in the nephritis it abates; neither is 
there any fediment in the urine: fome- 
times it affects the fpine, and in nervous 
relaxed conftitutions is called an Hytte- 
ric fit, which feldom pen of dange- 
rous confequence. 

A warm aromatic diet, with good 
broths, is allowable, except where the 
cafe is bilious; in which fuch a regimen 
would rather be hurtful. 

Bleed repeatedly, if the pulfe will ad- 
mit of it; then wafh the ftomach well 
with a vomit of ipecacuanha, or a de- 
coct. flor. chamemel.; and then pre-

The regimen fhould be chicken-broth, 
and decoét. album. 

Bleed largely and repeatedly, more 
particularly if it arife from a ftrangu- 
Jated rupture; next, inject emollient oily 
clyiters, and give oily aperient remedies 
by the mouth ;—but the chief hope here, 
is in bleeding and opiates. | 

* Give 98% extract. cathart. with one or 
two grains of the extract. Thebaic. and 
wait its effects. 

The emulf. commun, fhould be drank 
freely ; and, in cafe of a violent inflam- 
. mation, add nitre to it. 

You muft never fatigue your patient 
by attempting to reduce the inteftine, till 
the {pafm and tenfion be entirely removed:

In phlegmatic and relaxed habits, it is 
moift; and in the hypochondriac and 
{corbutic, dry. It is frequently vifcid, 
and lodges in the glands of the trachea: 
when the more fluid parts are wafhed 
off, and they are left bare, a. hoarfenefs 
and tickling, &c. enfues. 

A regular warmth is here of ufe. Malt 
liquors, fpices, high meats, and wine, 
ought to be omitted; in the room of 
which recommend linfeed tea, barley- 
waters, bran-tea, light puddings, &c. 

Bleeding is neceflary, unlefs extreme 
weaknefs and old age forbid it. A vo- 
mit of ipecacuanha is often indicated, ef: 
pecially in cafe of naufea, or where tough 
phlegm is lodged in the ftomach or 
bronchia,—Stools may be procured by

on the lungs fo troublefome at night, be 
allayed.

HIS difeafe generally appears at 

the clofe of the winter feafon, and 
attacks thofe of a grofs habit of body, 
efpecially hard drinkers. 

It comes on with a heat and cold 
alternately, a giddnefs, acute. pain 
in the head, with a cough, which in- 
creafes the pain, and vomiting ; turbid 
red urine, pain in the breaft, with a 
wheezing and febricula, {mall pulfe, 
&c. Sometimes it attacks fuddenly, 
with general weaknefs, and immediate 
death. 

Thin broths and fpoon-meats, with 
pectoral apozems, are the moft proper 
regimen. Bleeding fhould be cautioutly 
attempted; nor is it in general requi- 
fite. If comatofe fymptoms fhould ap- 
pear, it will be neceflary to ufe the lan- 
cet once, and that immediately ; blifter 
and cup with fcarification; order an 
emollient purging clyfter, or a purging 
potion, which is not to be repeated

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after the lungs are relieved, only pro re

HIS is known by an oppreffion 
of the breaft, a difinclination to 
motion, a difliculty of breathing when 
going up hill, a hoarfenefs and a cough, 
frequent eructations, and reftlef{nefs 
a-bed. In time the cheeks become red, the 
eyes grow prominent, the patients fnore, 
are fond of cold air, and never chufe to 
be within doors long; they keep ereét, 
and {weat much about the neck and fore- 
head, then cough, and bring up a little 
frothy matter; no fever attends, the 
pulfe is {mall and quick, the urine is 
pale, and difcharged in very great plenty. 
The regimen fhould confift of a light 
diet, the air fhould be clear, the exercife 
moderate, and malt liquors are to be 
avoided. Stools fhould be procured 
by clyfters, or the pentiel opening me- 
dicines ; then

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Of the Peripneumonia VERA. 


HIS is an inflammation of the 
lungs, and is known by a great 
load and oppreflion at the breaft; a diffi- 
cult hot breathing, with a cough and fe- 
ver. The pulfe fometimes is hardly per- 
ceptible before bleeding ; but afterwards 
it. beats ftrong: fometimes it is foft, 
flender, and intermitting. 


The pain is obtufe rather than acute, 
and fhoots as far as the back and {ca- 
pulz ; the cough is more acute here than 
in the pleurify; and the refpiration or 
{noring very difficult. A white and uni- 
form fediment in the urine promifes 
fafety to the patient, and fhortnefs of the 
difeafe : and fo does a red fediment chang- 
ing gradually to white; becaufe it is a 
fure fign of a perfect concoction, and 
change of the morbific matter. 3 


X 3 All ' 
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All vifcid food is very improper. Give 
_ panada, water-gruel, green tea and milk, 
barley-water, butter-milk, whey, chicken- 
broth, and pectoral decoctions. 


The room in which the patient lies 
fhould, if poflible, be large and airy. 
Bleed in the beginning from a large ori- 
fice, and repeat it according to the exi- 
gency of the fymptoms: but great atten- 
tion and care is required, with regard to 
this operation; for if the habit of body 
be firong, the pulfe full, firm, and hard, 
it may be repeated the more boldly; 
otherwife we fhould be cautious in ‘re- 
peating it. 


Emollient clyfters are alfo immediately 
indicated, with blifters on the back and 
fides. 


In order to promote expectoration, and 
affift nature in her work,

If the pulfe flags add 9i. confect. car- 
diac. to the fal c. c. draughts: or if the 
blood appears pale and jelly-like, without 
the true buff, this with other fymp- 
toms contraindicate the ufe of the lan- 
cet ; and if a {pitting comes on, bleed- 
ing will be greatly injurious. 

Should florid frothy blood be fpit 
up freely, bleed as far as the pa- 
tient’s ftrength will admit, and give 
plentifully of the emulf. commun. with 
nitre. 

When a peripneumonia notha fuc- 
ceeds upon this, treat it in the man- 
ner directed under that head. 

Should it put on a putrid appearance, 
and bring on a thin defluxion on the 

X 4 lungs, 
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Jungs, with the blood like the lees of 
red wine, black and foetid, with a 
loofe craflamentum, and reddifh-colour- 
ed ferum, forbear the lancet, Acetum 
camphoratum, conferv. lujule, red wine 
and water, with orange and lemon juice, 
tinctur. rofar. hartfhorn-jelly, &c. are at 
this time very proper. All volatiles 


muft be entirely omitted, and opiates 


very cautioufly prefcribed, if at all. 
Blifters, iffues, and fetons, are very 

frequently of great ufe in thefe cafes. 
We fhould be very circumfpect in this 


difeafe, and not difturb nature. In cafe | 


the breathing be difficult, and the pain 
continue without any figns of expecto- 
ration, we muft endeavour to promote 
it ; but be, at the fame time, very care- 
ful not to bring on a diarrhoea, by being 
too free with the fquills, &c. 

In this critical difeafe a found and 
very diftinguifhing judgment is highly 
required, fince the parts affected are fo 
effential to life. _

Pleurify is an inflammation of the 
pleura, attended with a moft acute 
pain and fever. 

It chiefly attacks the ftrong and labo- 
rious country people. It begins with a 
chillinefs and fhivering, which 1s fuc- 
ceeded by a heat, thirft, reftleflnefs, and 
a moit fharp pungent pain is felt on one 
fide near the ribs, which extends itfelf 
towards the fhoulder-blades, {fpine, and 
breaft, and to the back. The pain is 
moft violent when the affected fide is 
laid upon: it is alfo attended with a 
difficulty of refpiration, naufea, rednefs 
of the cheeks, anda dry cough. The 
matter expectorated is either phlegm, 
bloody or yellowifh. The pulfe is re- 
markably hard, vibrating like a ftretch- 
ed cord, full and ftrong. Spitting is 
not a conftant fymptom of this difeafe ; 
though, when it happens, it is by fo 
much the better, provided it be well 


concocted. . 
7 Nitre 
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Nitre fhould be given plentifully in 
the common emulfion, linfeed-tea, bar- 
ley-water, pectoral decoction, &c. 

The body fhould be kept neither too 
foluble nor too lax. Bleeding is moft 
abfolutely neceflary, and that repeatedly, 
from a large orifice. Cupping on the 
part affected, with fcarification, is very 
often attended with good fuccefs; and 
fo are blifters, laid on the part or be- 
tween the fhoulders, when the fever is 
abated: but we fhould not lay them on 
while there is any great heat, or when 
the difeafe is in its height. 

Frequently a cooling emollient clyfter 
prevents great mifchief, and anticipates 
the neceflity of farther bleeding; tho’ 
thefe remedies are properly repeated till 
the fourth day. 

A dofe of the pulvis antimonialis 
may be given after venzfection, and the 
clyfter thrown up, which often refolves 
the inflammation. — g> Emetics, how- 
ever, fhould be given with very great 
caution, if at all.

There are fome eminent phyficians 
who avoid promoting expectoration in 
this diforder, and think it requires no 
other treatment, except timely and co- 
pious bleeding, with plenty of diluting 
warm drinks, emollient fomentations, 
nitre and camphire, with opium to eafe 
the pain.—But if the expectoration be 
yellowand ftreaked with blood, and come 
up free, by keeping it up with pecto-. 
ral drinks, all will end well: and here ~ 
leave off bleeding, which would rather 
obftruct the defign of Nature—A vio- 

lent 
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lent fever, burning heat, dry cough and 
tongue, will foon bring on a gangrene 
or empyema. 

It is worth obferving, that there are 
few pleurifies met with in this city, 
fuch as were defcribed by, and known 
to that honeft and great phyfician Sy- 
DENHAM: nor will the cafes we fee here 
bear large and repeated venzfections ; 
for if the body be weakly, and the 
pulfe finks on the firft bleeding, you 
muft ftop direfily : and if, at the fame 
time, the pain and difliculty of breath- 
ing continue, then fal c. c. with blif 
ters will be very ufeful. 

After the lofs of much blood in this 
difeafe, we fhould be very circumfpect 
and careful how the body is again filled 
with healthy juices. 

Sometimes the matter of this malady 
is tranflated from the pleura to the tho- 
rax ; and then an empyema. is formed, 
which is known by fharp pain and 
weight in the part, a flow fever, difficult 
breathing, a dry cough with thirft, un- 
eafy lying on the found fide, with waft- 

ing 
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ing of the body; together with a very 
fenfible weight on that which is affected. 
If the tumour difcharge itfelf into the 
breaft, thefe fymptoms ceafe, and the pa- 
tient finds eafe; which is foon followed 
by a preffure on the diaphragm, fever, 
and reftlefinefs, and now he can only 
bear to lay on the fide where the mat- 
ter is lodged. 

If pus be in the lungs, and proceed 
from an internal caufe, the breathing will 
be fhort and difficult, and pain comes 
gradually on with a continual fever, 
thirft, fpitting, and rednefs of the cheeks, 
under which the patient finks. 

The method to prevent this difeafe is 
laid down in the pleurify; but if it be 
once formed, medicines of the terebin- 
thinate kind, with balfamics and diure- 
tics, feem to promife the beft fuccefs ; alfo 
affes milk and a mild country air.

Confumption is attended with a 

total wafting of all the parts of 
the body, proceeding from a difeafe of 
the lungs. 

It may arife from intemperance, very 
tender and delicate habit of body, hee- 
morrhages, pleurify, long continued 
coughs, bad digeftion, hard ftudy, grief, 
and fometimes from a particular forma- 
tion and ftraitnefs of the thorax. 

It ufually begins with a dry cough, 
which continues for a time, and differs 
from a catarrh, as that is attended with 
a fpitting, and is but ofa fhort dura- 
tion. Flying pains and ftitches, with 
uneafinefs about the diaphragm and. 
breaft, are felt; a faltifh tafte in the 
mouth, with a quick, foft, {mall pulfe, 
and moderate heat (except after eating, 
when it very fenfibly increafes, with 
flufhing in the cheeks and fever); lafli- 
tude, faintnefs, and night-fweats. The

matter expectorated is purulent, fome- 
times bloody and offenfive, and falls to 
the bottom when fpit into water, and 
often appears of an afh colour; fome- 
times in little, white, round lumps. 
When thefe fymptoms are violent, a 
vomica pulmonum foon attends, in 
which the blood thrown up appears 
thin, florid, and frothy; afterwards 
paler ; then yellow pus. 

The diet fhould confift of mild, light, 
nourifhing food; jellies, viper broth, 
with eringo roots, thin chocolate and 
milk; and above all,a milk diet, country 
air, gentle riding on horfeback, agree- 
able company, and Briftol-waters drank 
on the fpot. _ 

Small repeated bleedings will be pro- 
per in the beginning, and even during 
the whole courfe of the difeafe, efpeci- 
ally in young fubjects. If the veflels 
are not tender, and no preceding hoe- 
morrhage contraindicates, frequent ipe- 
cacuanha vomits, about 9 taken thrice 
a week with an anodyne at night, 
of pil. e ftyrac. gr. v. ad viij. with as 

much 
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much pil. rufi, if neceflary, and a conftant 
ufe of butter-milk or goats-whey, in the 
country, may, perhaps, fucceed better 
in this difeafe than any other method: 
and a decoction of the bark given at noon 
and evening, will greatly tend towards 
removing the fever, and ftrengthen the 
habit of body. I have feen its happy 
effects in a variety of inftances; and 
even when the lungs were ulcerated, 
the fymptoms have been reftrained, and 
life rendered, in fome meafure, comfort- 
able by it. 

In a {pitting of blood, treat it as be- 
forementioned. 

If tubercles are forming, with a fever, 
bleed in fmall quantity and often, and 
give gum. ammon. fpirit. minderer. and 
order iffues, 

If there is little or no fever, you may 
prefcribe chalybeat waters, and

If the wafting of the body be oc- 
cafioned by the fluor albus and large eva- 
cuations, nothing will anfwer better 
than a decoct. farfe, milk, {paw-water, 
gentle riding en horfeback, country- 
air, and the cortex.

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In afcorbutic putrid diathefis, avoid | 
giving opiates. Pectorals and the fcor- 
butic juices, the decoct. cort. and goats 
whey, will be the moft rational treat- 
ment. | 

If afthmatic fymptoms prevail, pre- 
{cribe the pil. balfamic. fpirit. volat. 
feetid. blifters, oxymel feillitic. &c. 


If hypochondriac and hyftteric affec- 
tions are the caufe, apply to chaly- 
beates, foetids, exercife, gentle vomits, 
and thofe frequently repeated, 


If the difeafe proceeds from a ve- 
nereal taint, which is, indeed, often the 
cafe, treat it with the decoct. farfz, 
pil. mercurial. fmall dofes of calomel, 
in fome cafes milk-diet and pedctorals; 
but here, as in moft confirmed con- 
fumptive cafes, very little is to be ex- 
pected towards their radical cure. 


It is worth obfervation how flatter- 
ing this difeafe is to the poor pa- 
tient, and how diftrefling the hypo- 
chondriac difeafe is; and the reafon

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as, that in the former the lungs are 
chiefly affected; no uneafy fenfations 
being raifed by their want of that 
nervous fenfibility with which the fto-
